FIND NO ACIDS IN MEAT. [ANOTHER GIRL’S HAIR CLIPPED. 


CHEMISTS ANALYZE CANNED 
BEEF FROM PORTO RICO. 


Samples Brought Home by Corporal 
A. E. Zinke and Declared Unfit for 
Food Present Under Test No Evi- 
dence of “ Embalming ”"—Show Et- 
fect of High Temperatures by Be- 
coming Soft, Mushy, and Uninviting 

i in Appearance. 


Samples of the canned beef American sol- 
diers in Porto Rico and Cuba said was unfit 
for food have been tested chemically and 
analyzed with respect to fitness for food by 
expert chemists employed by THE TRIBUNE. 
The result of these analyses shows that in 
the cans submitted there was no trace of 
either boric or salicylic acid or any other 
chemical preservative in the meat, aside 
from salt, and that the high temperatures of 
the Cuban climate in all probability ac- 
counted for its apparent unfitness for food * 
when opened by the soldiers.

Zinke’s Samples Analyzed. 

Two cans of the meat brought back by 
Corproal Zinke were secured from him by 
THE TRIBUNE and given to Dickman & Mac- 
Kenzie, chemists, for analysis. Zinke, who 
lives in Fond du Lac, had stopped in Chi- 
cago with his uncle, L. W. Baganza, 875 
Walnut street. Mr. Baganza said the young 
corporal was a quiet, truthful fellow, not 
given to making complaints without cause. 

It was requested that as complete a report 
as possible be made of the contents of the 
cans and their condition in different temper- 
atures, and with this purpose in view the 
chemists set to work. 

First, the cans were opened at normal tem- 
perature and the contents found to be in 
good condition. Then the meat was subject- 
ed for some hours to a temperature like that 
of Cuba and Porto Rico during the summer 
months; ranging from 90 to over 100 degrees. 
This time the meat was found to bein the 
condition in which young Zinke described it 
—soft, mushy, and uninviting in appearance. 

. Report by Chemists. 
Finally a chemical analysis of the contents 
of each can was made, and the results ob- 
tained are given in detail in the following 
report made by the chemists:

Man Attacks Catherine Bignal in Front 
of Tilton School and Cuts Off 
Two Braids. 


In front of the Tilton School at Forty- 
fourth avenue and West Lake street last 
evening Catherine Bignal, 15 years old, was 
attacked by a man who cut off the two braids 
of her hair. The attack took place within a 
short distance of the West Lake Street 
Police Station. Intense excitement was 
caused in the neighborhood by the affair. 
During the evening indignant citizens de- 
voted themselves to searching for the girl's 
assailant. A patrol wagon loaded with offi- 
cers searched for severad hours for the man, 
but no trace of him could be found. 

The Bignal girl lives with her mother at 
2281 Fulton street. Her father, Thomas 
Bignal, is a blacksmith on the cruiser Buf- 
falo, which is at present stationed near 
Manila. Mrs. Bignal, who has six children, 
supports them by taking care of the Tilton 
School. Last evening Catherine was walk- 
ing toward her home, when, in front of the 
school, the hair clipper seized the two braids 
of her hair, which hung on her shoulders, 
and clipped them off. He then pocketed the 
scissors he had used and ran east on Lake 
street to Forty-third street, where he turned 
south. The girl ran to her home, and, with 
her mother, went to the West Lake and 
Forty-third Street Station. Sergeant Patrick 
Findlay immediately summoned several offi- 
cers, and, with a patrol wagon, they started 
out after the hair clipper. The girl was in 
the wagon with them for the purpose of 


fdentifying the fugitive. 


The man who made the attack last evening 
wore a sandy mustache, was 5 feet 6 inches 
in height, and wore a black overcoat, brown 
trousers, and a plush cap.

FEAR OF COUP D’ETAT OVER.

Paris, Feb. 17 (midnight).—No coup d'état, 

no revolution, no plunge of a new Napoleon 

disturbed Paris today while the Chief Magis- 

trate lay dead and the State was without a 

head. 

Not even a manifesto from any of the hope- 
ful Royalist claimants over the borders ap- 


chiefs made the slightest move to incite the 
army and turbulent population to elevate him 
into a dictator. 7 

Paris # quiet; France is still republican. 

In the palace of the Elysée all is grief and 
mourning for the dead President, a sorrow 
in which the public respectfully and honestly 
joins. 

On the boulevards, tn the cafés, and in 
political circles the one subject of discussion 
is who shall be the next President of the 
republic—not dictator, nor King, nor Bm- 
peror—but simply President. 

The events of the day have brought for- 
ward as the most prominent candidates 
Emile Loubet, President of the Senate; M. 
Dupuy, the Premier; and M. Meline, former 
Premier. M. Meline announced his with- 
drawal from the contest earlier in the day, 
but after an exciting discussion at a meeting 
of his followers he definitely decided to stand 
as a candidate. 

In addition to the three leading candidates 
there is the President of the Chamber of

All Predictions Are Idle. 

But predictions are idle. The politics of 
France are as volatile and uncertain ag its 
people. Twice before dark horses have won 
the Presidential race just at the hour when 
men of prominence were thought to have the 
prize within’ their grasp.

It is a strange pass that the fate of the 
prisoner of Devil's Island, far off on the 
coast of South Amorica, is the most impor- 
tant consideration in the election of a Presi- 
dent. 
Revisionists say that if an anti-Dreyfus man 
is chosen there will be an end to justice and 
liberty in France. The military faction 
wants one of the army champions for its 
candidate—Cavaignac, who, as Minister of 
War, declared so positively against the free- 
dom of Dreyfus, and then had to resign on 
account of the Henry forgery and suicide, or 
perhaps Saussier or Cassaignac, or even 
Meline.. 


Younger Element Favors Deschanel. 

As for Loubet, he is colorless in the Drey- 
fus affair, having neither mixed with one 
side nor the other. That is his strength. But 
the young men, the enthusiasts, thé boule- 
vardiers are for Deschanel, who rules the 
turbulent Deputies and never loses his head. 

Both of these leading candidates paid their 
tribute to the memory of President Faure 
today. In the Senate M. Loubet announced 
the death of the President and said that he 
felt assured that all members joined with 
him in the mourning for suddenly stricken 
France. He eulogized the dead Chief Magis: 
trate, who, though born in obscurity, had 
reached the highest place in the state, where 
he maintained the dignity of France and the 
concert of Europe. 
In the Chamber of Deputies M. Deschanel 
did the same, and the House adjourned to 
meet again tomorrow at Versailles. M. 
Deschanel said: 
“President Faure was full of patriotic 
impulses. He was genuinely republican. He 
was industrious. He was a good example 
to France. He took specia] interest in 
young Deputies and was conscientious and 
big-hearted. 
“ He was popular in the provinces as well 
as in Paris. He was graceful and amiable,

The Minister of Foreign Affairs, M. Del- 
casse, telegraphed last night to the foreign 
sovereigns informing them of the death of 
President Faure. 

Ex-Premier Meline says that President 
Faure himself informed him that he had been 
suffering from heart trouble for a long time 
past and that it was causing him cruel pain. 
M. Casimir-Perier, the former President 
of France, learned the news of the death of 
M. Faure at midnight and expressed pro- 
found grief. He called today at the Elysée 
palace and presented his condolences to 
Mme. and Mile. Faure. 

Dr. Lannelongue, one of the physiclans who 
attended the late President, says that when 
he entered the room M. Faure was already 
conscious of the seriousness of his condition

M. Cassimir-Perier’s motives 
for throwing up the situation are still a 
mystery. Carnot was assassinated and 
Faure smitten as if by a thunderbolt.

PREMIER BANFFY SAYS THE HUN- 
GARIAN CABINET RESIGNS. 


At Meeting of the Liberal Party the 
Prime Minister Announces the Fail- 
ure of His Negotiations for a Com- 
promise with Obstructionists and 
Therefore Had Decided to Sur- 
render the Offices—Liberals Testify 
to Confidence in the Premier. 


Buda-Pesth, Feb. 17.—At a meeting of the 
Liberal party today Baron Banffy, Prime 
Minister of Hungary, announced the failure 
of his negotiations for a compromise with 
the obstructionist opposition and stated that 
the Cabinet had therefore decided to resign. 
The Liberals unanimously testified to their 
continued confidence in the Premier and 
pledged him their loyal support. 


AROUSES FEELING IN BERLIN. 


Newspapers Denounce Chief Justice 
Chambers’ Letter from Samoa—Say 
Mataafa Will Be Upheld. 


Berlin, Feb. 17.—The German newspapers, 
in their discussion of the Samoan question, 
are taking strong exception to the spirit and 
statements of the letter of Chief Justice 
Chambers of the Supreme Court of Samoa 
to his brother in New York, extracts from 
which have been cabled here. 

They denounce the letter as “ proof that 
Chief Justice Chambers is at the bottom of 
the present trouble,’’ declaring him guilty 
_of willful misrepresentation and of showing 
his real animus in the phrase, “‘ Germany 
must be removed from Samoa,’’ which, ac- 
cording to the cables, he employed. 

Even the ordinarily moderate Vossische 
Zeitung says: 

‘Dr. Raffel, the President of the Munic- 
ipality of Apia, in temporarily assuming the 
Chief Justice’s place after the latter's 
flight, simply acted in accordance with the 
Samoan act..Germany will persist in up- 
holding Mataafa’s election. It is the 
bounden duty of the government to main- 
tain Germany’s interest in Samoa.”

The Solicitor of the Home office announced 
today that the Secretary of State for Home 
Affairs will grant permission for the open- 
ing of the Dence vault in Highgate Cemetery 
as soon as.Mrs. Dence presents a formal 
application. 

This announcement was given out this aft- 
ernoon subsequent to a decision of the 
Queen’s Bench Division of the High Court 
of Justice granting a rule to prohibit the 
order of the Consistory of the Court of the 
Diocese of St. Paul’s, allowing the opening 
of the Dence vault being carried into effect 
without the sanction of the Home Secre- 
tary. 


YACHT FOR QUEEN VICTORIA. 


New Craft Larger than Emperor Will- 
iam’s Ship to Be Launched ina 
Short Time.

London, Feb. 17.—Queen Victoria has been 
satisfied heretofore with an ordinary pair 


of yachts which have done little other serv- 


ice than carry her from the mainland over 
to the Isle of Wight upon the occasion of 
her trips to Osborne Castle. 

There will soon come from the ways at the 
Pembroke dockyard a new yacht of 423 tons 
greater displacement than that of Emperor 
William’s. The British vessel will have a 
total displacement of 4,600 tons, will be 420 
feet long and fifty feet beam. It will be the 
first of the royal vessels propelled by screws, 
the old yachts being side-wheeler affairs. 
It will also differ from these old craft, the 


newest of which, the Osborne, was built in 


1870, in that it is being built of steel, where- 
as they are of wood. The new royal yacht 
will be a graceful craft with three funnels 
and three masts and fitted out sumptuously 
and artistically. 

This yacht will be christened by one of the 
royal Princes and will probably be called 
the Enchantress, although that name is 
vigorously criticised and may be cast aside 
for the Britannia. The launching will occur 
early in the spring and the yacht will be 
ready for the Queen about midsummer.

London, Feb. 17.—In the House of Com- 
mons today Mr. Charles K. D. Tanner, Na- 
tionalist member for the Middle Division of 
Cork, asked if the Anglo-American commis- 
sion dealing with the fisheries had “ fallen 
through.”’ 

The Parliamentary Secretary of the For- 
eign office said the negotiations were still 
proceeding, adding he was unable to make 
any further statement at present. 

Mr. Tanner then asked if the German war- 
ehips at Samoa had refused to codéperate 
with the British naval commander in a. 
British annexation of the islands, and 
whether annexation was seriously enter- 
tained. 

The Secretary replied that there was no 
Question of the annexation of the Samoan 
Islands and that the German Captain can-

MANILA MERCHANTS MAY ACT.

Manila, Feb. 17.—The Chamber of Com- 
merce of Foreign Merchants has held a 
secret meeting to take action relative to 
damage to business and property through 
the war with the insurgents. General Otis 
will be approached, it is said. 

The American outposts near the Manila 
water works were attacked today by the 
insurgents, who were repulsed with heavy 
losses by the Nebraskans. Fifty rebel dead 
were found. | 

The Americans, ’reinforced, charged the

Weedon were wounded, as were six privates. 


NEED OF A POLICY AT MANILA. 


Judge Advocate General Jewett Returns 
from the Philippines and Tells 
of the Situation. 


New York, Feb. 17.—[Special.]—On the 
Teutonic today arrived Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral Jewett, U. S. A. He left Manila on 
Jan. 4 and had completed the circle of the 
globe since he sailed from San Francisco 
for Manila with General Merritt last sum- 
mer. When he had been told about the fight- 
ing in the Philippines while he was on the 
Atlantic, General Jewett said: 

“I am glad of it. The sooner the crisis is 
reached the better. Might is the first req- 
uisite for enduring peace... The Filipinos 
will not give us any trouble after the mal- 
contents and guerrilla leaders are captured, 
We must not forget the utter absence of a 
policy regarding the future is to blame for 
this trouble. Aguinaldo, liar and fraud 
though he is, has had cause to coubt our 
good faith. 

**He used to come to see me nearly every 
day, just as he went to visit General Mer- 
He'd ask: ‘ What is your government 
going to do with us?’ We couldn't tell him. 
He naturally believed us liars and cheats. 
He couldn’t conceive of a powerful nation 
without a fixed policy. Then he took to ut- 
tering falsehoods to the world about the 
American occupation.’’ 

** Had he any grounds?” 

“None but motives of revenge,’’ was the 
reply. “‘I went into Manila when it was 
captured and established our courts. In a 
week by proper police system we made Ma- 
nila, with all its subtropical population, as 
safe as New York. Aguinaldo’s infamous 
falsehoods about the maltreatment of native 
women were eirculated to inflame the Fil- 
ipinos. We had 22,000 men there, and nota 
single censurable act was committed by 
one of them. 

“The only case of assault‘upon a woman 
was made by a Tagal, and I had the pleasure 
of sentencing him to twelve years in the vil- 
est prison you eversaw. He ought to have 
been shot.’’ 

“What is the real situation?” 

Satisfaction among the Spaniards and 
some discontent in the insurgent ranks, due | 
to the delay in declaring our policy. Beyond 
question, we owe considerable to the in- 
surgents. They cowed the Spaniards by 
their -show of strength when we landed. 
They kept the Spaniards in the city. expect- 
ing to make ‘cold meat of them when we 
came ashore. ? 

**At the same time General Merritt kept 
the insurgents bunched so they couldn't 
spread out into the hills, and when he had 
to strike he delivered a crushing blow. The 
guns on the ships threw shells with the pre- 
cisions of Mausers. It was wonderful. 
Whole groups of the insurgents with guns 
in their hands to kill our men were literally 
effaced. 

‘“‘The audacious bravery of our men-—vol- 
unteers chiefly, be it remembered—in charg- 
ing the intrenchments on the side hills back 
of Manila were amazing to several English 
army officers who witnessed the charge.”’ 


TO GOVERN THE WHOLE GROUP. 


All Leading Towns in the Philippines 
-- to Be Visited by United States 
Warships and Troops. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—The adminis- 
tration will extend the jurisdiction of the 
United States over the whole of the Philip- 
pine group, on the theory that a general 
paralysis of such interests as the islands 
support will result from failure promptly 
to replace Spanish sovereignty. 

This decision involves the necessity of a 
naval campaign, and this will be instituted 
as soon as Admiral Dewey receives the 
reinforcements in the shape of gunboats 
now on the way to Manila. 

It is not anticipated there will be a 
necessity for any formidable demonstra- 
tion; but the fact that the United States is 
able to exhibit a sufficient force to ac- 


.complish the purpose of occupation is ex- 


pected to deter the natives from profitless 
resistance. 

The program will be to have the warships 
visit the principal towns outside of Manila, 
especially those where Spanish garrisons 
were maintained on the Islands of Cebu and 
at Zamboango on the Island of Mindanao 
and some of the cities on Negros. | 

The warships probably will be accom- 
panied by some troops, transports, and the 
soldiers will be landed where necessary to 
hoist the United States flag and take pos- 
session formally of the ports. 

It is understood that there will be no at- 
tempt made at this time to displace any 
of the existing municipal governments, ex- 
cept where they prove refractory and offer 
resistance. In fact, a policy of conciliation 
will be followed at all points in the treat- 
ment of the natives. 


SEEK AMERICAN PROTECTION. 


Member of Insurgent Congress Sends 
His Family Into Manila for 
Protection. 


Manila, Feb. 17.—Ex-Consul of the United 
States O. F. Williams is in receipt of an 
application from a member of the insurgent 
Congress at Malolos for a pass through the . 
American lines for a family of twelve per- 
sons, who are desirous of taking refuge in 
Manila. This is regarded as significant, as 
showing that the most intelligent rebels 
realize that their families are safe only 
within American territory. 

With the exception of a few shots fired 
into a small body of rebels who were at- 
tempting to destroy a railroad bridge near 
Caloocan, all has been quiet along the line. 

Last night the heat affected the men in 
the open country to some extent, but other- 
wise the health of the roops shows a marked , 
improvement since the beginning of hostili- 


ties.

FIRES IN TWO WAREHOUSES. 


Hirsh, Stein & Co., 2597 Archer Ave- 
nue, and Meacham & Wright, 98 
Market Street, the Losers. 


An exploding lamp set fire to a warehouse 
occupied by Hirsh, Stein & Co., starch man- 
ufacturers, 2597 Archer avenue, at 6 o’clock 
last evening. The loss to the stock is esti- 
mated at $10,000, caused mostly by smoke 
and water. The building is not badly dam- 
aged, and both are fully insured. 

Several hundred feet east of the ware- 
house is part of the original plant of the 
People’s Gaslight and Coke company. The 
firemen made particular effort to prevent 
the spread of the blaze in that direction, and 
were able to confine it to the building in 
which it started. Three other warehouses, 
fhe product of the company, are 
in the same yard, but were not injured. 

A number of girls and boys employed in 
the workrooms were leaving the building 
when the flames were first seen coming 
from the engine-room on the first floor. 
Employés tried to extinguish the fire, but 
the spread was so rapid, owing to the 
large amount of oil-soaked waste and wood 
in the room, the entire lower floor was 
enveloped in flames when the first fire ap- 
paratus arrived, and a second alarm, fol- 
lowed soon after by a third, was turned in. 

The building in which the flames were con- 
fined is a four-story brick, 50x50 feet in 
dimensions. It was badly damaged by fire 
about ejghteen months ago, and the plant of 
the company at Hammond, Ind., was de- 
stroyed by fire recently. 

The contents of Meacham & Wright's 
storage warehouse in the rear of the Cen- 
tral Union Building, 98 Market street, were 
damaged by fire last night to the extent 
of $2,000. It is a three-story brick, facing 
the river. 

The home of John 8. Dankowski, pro- 
prietor of the Hawthorne Coal company, 
Forty-eighth and Ogden avenue, was de- 
stroyed by fire yesterday morning. Stan 
Pogradiski, an emplo@ of Mr. Dankowski, 
saw a blaze issuing fr: : the roof and called 
the fire departments of Hawthorne and 
Morton Park. The nearest fireplug is near- 
ly 500 feet from the house, and the fire- 
men found it difficult to combat the flames 
which had gained considerable headway be- 
fore they arrived. The house was valued 
at $1,500, with $1,000 Insurance. The con- 
tents were valued at $300, with no insurance. 

Twenty firemen worked all day in the ruins 
of the Arlington Flats, Forty-first street and 
Grand boulevard, searching for the bodies 
of Mail-Carrier Fred Marty and his fami- 
ly. At 1 o’clock Marty’s vest and watch 
were found, together with a number of trin- 
kets which had: belonged to the family, 
but no further trace of the bodies was found. 
The work will be continued today.

MILES COURT COMING WEST. 


Inquiry Will Include a Trip to Chicago 
Packing Houses—Progress' in 
Washington. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—[Special.]—_ 


The Miles court of inquiry held a secret ses- 
sion today and will hold another tomorrow. 
The first open session will be held on Mon- 
day, when General Miles will probably ap- 
pear. / 

There was a conference this morning be- 
tween General Wade, President of the court, 
and General Miles, and the latter outlined his 
statement, which he proposes making at the 
first session. The two officers also discussed 
the trend of the inquiry, General Miies sti!l 
holding to his view that the court is nota 
body convened to investigate him or his 
conduct. This conception of the duties of 
the court is not shared by General Wade 
6r his associates, and it is likely General 
Miles will find it necessary to have a repre- 
sentative at every session. 

The statement on which General Miles 
has been at work is a long one. It goes 
fully into the subject and produces a mass 
of evidence in the way of official reports, 
personal letters, and affidavits. The informa- 
tion referred to in General Miles’ paper has 
been the accumulation. of weeks and has 
been carefully classified at the headquarters 
of the army. 

It was learned this afternoon that the court 
has practically determined to visit the pack- 
ing housesin Western cities from which beef 
was furnished. The pilgrimage will take ‘In 
Chicago, South Omaha, Kansas City, and 
perhaps St. Louis. 

The officers on General Miles’ staff have 
had some intimation of the results of the 
court of inquiry in the case of 300,000 pounds 
of beef reported as unfit forissue. They are 
prepared to show, they say, that the beef 
bought on the hoof in Porto Rico was se- 
cured by General Garretson on “ sufficient 
authority,”’ and that this and all other facts 
are easily obtainable by the Alden court, 
which has béen making an exhaustive in- 
vestigation of the subject. The occasion 
of such a transaction was the lack of ice and 
the failure of all means of transporting beef 
in any other way. Cattle were purchased 
and driven along with the troops. There was 
not enough ice in Porto Rico to supply the 
hospitals, and it was out of the question, it 
is insisted by those who had charge of the 
matter, for refrigerated beef to be kept. 


OFFER TO HELP GENERAL MILES 


San Francisco Butchers Come to His 
Support in the Army Beef In- 
“vestigation. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 17.—[Special.]— 
General Miles is said to have more evidence 
to back up his charges that bad beef was 
furnished to soldiers. Samuel C. Ham- 
mond, President of the Butchers’ Board of 
Trade of this city, has sent a letter to Gen- 
eral Miles, from which the following is an ex- 
tract: 

“The butchers of the West have been 
watching with interest your attempts to 
prove what we have known for some time 
was true—i. e., that to preserve meat killed 
in.the manner employed by the giant meat 
trust, chemicals must be used—in other 
words, that it must be embalmed. 

“We note that the investigating commit- 


tes decides that it must have been impossi- 


ble for the meat sent to Cuba to be bad, be-. 
cause it had been examined by government 
inspectors. ‘The absolute control that the 
meat trust has over the meat inspectors and 
meat inspection of the United States govern- 
ment -has been conclusively shown on this

“At the request of Dr. D. E. Salmon, 
chief of the bureau of animal industry, we 
have today forwarded htm extracts from 
the sworn testimony in the prosecution of 
Mr. Samson. We send you copies in order 
that you may have the essential points 
which will show how thoroughly the meat 
trust controls the government machinery. 

* You will also find inclosed photographs 
of the diseased pieces of meat with the 
United States government inspector's tag 
attached, and also a photograph of the 
bacilld from the same. These wil] prove con- 
clusively that the tag of the government in- 
Spector does not insure quality. The tags 
are on the property of Armour, Swift, et al. 

‘But the meat of the beef trust is made 
particularly liable to decomposition because 
the carcasses are not hung up in order to let 
the watery vapors of the body escape in 
steam. This would result ima loss of weight 
of from twenty to forty pounds. To save 
this, as soon as the carcass is washed with 
warm water to seal the surface, it is rushed 
into a refrigerator, where the vapors are 
condensed and the tasteless, undesirable 
water is congealed. 

“The presence of this water makes the 
meat soft, tasteless, and clammy. It also, 
even in the equable climate, makes it liable 
to spoil within from six to twenty hours 
after its removal from the refrigerator.” 


FIDDLERS IN QUEER CONTEST. 


Two Hundred Wielders of the Bow 
. Play for Prizes in Terre 
Haute. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Feb. 17.—[Special.]— 
by Post G of the Travelers’ Protective asso- 
ciation tonight, turned away hundreds. 
When the curtain rose 210 fiddlers were on 
the stage to play *‘ The Arkansaw Trav-

Hanford's popularity followed him in other 
contests in which he tock part, especially 
in ** Hell on the Wabash.”’ 

A. J. Latshaw, weight 365, from Carlisic, 
Ind., took the first prize in the fat fiddlers’ 
contest. Charles Daugherty of Blooming- 
dale, Ind., was the only one-armed fiddler. 
He had a wooden contrivance on the stump 
of his right arm with which he handled the 
bow. 

Miss Anna Ritter won the women's prize 
over four competitors, three of whom were 
the Eads sisters’ of Hillsdale, Ind. Burt 
Fisher, a boy, who, with his 270 pounds, in 
the fattest fiddler’s contest won second 
prize, took first prize in a field of fifteen for 
the shortest fiddler. 

Fifteen fiddlers played instruments of 
their own make. Sixty played ‘ Old Dan 
Tucker,”” and as many “Pop Goes the 
Weasel” and “Arkansaw Traveier.”’ 

Mamie Eads, aged 12, won the prize for 
the youngest fiddler. There was buck'and 
wing dancing, the prize for which was won 
by John Tipton of Sullivan. He had entered 
the fiddling contest, but broke his fiddle. He 
then entered for buck and wing dancing and 
the accordeon, both of which prizes he won, 
although he is past 60 years of age. He was 
a grotesque figure, with his long, plaited 
whiskers, tied with ribbons, and wearing a 
high hat he owned before the civil war. 

There were left-handed fiddlers, blind fid- 
dlers, tall fiddlers, ugly and handsome fid- 
diers, dirty and ragged fiddlers, a 
jewsharp quartet, and comic costumes. 
Excursionists came in on all the railroads 
from points in Indiana and Illinois. Most 
of them were backers of contestants, all of 
whom had local reputations. 

The prizes were donated by wholesale 
houses and manufacturers and ranged from 
a set of furniture to a box of candy, includ- 
ing barreis of crackers and flour, chairs, 
boxes of lard, soap and canned goods, 
brooms, cigars, tobacco, pickles, sets of 
knives and forks, and other tableware.

| CORNISH WANTS TO TALK. | 


SAYS HE IS READY TO CLEAR UP 
SOME DOUBTFUL POINTS. 


Several Important Witnesses Are 
Heard in the New York Poisoning 
Case—Club Secretary Adams and 
Chemist Yocum Tell of Circum- 
stances Surrounding the Crime— 
Receipt of the Deadly Drugs— 
Wrangling in the Club.

New York, Feb. 17.—[Special.]—Harry 8. 
Cornish in a statement tonight said: 

“*I appreciate that there are many points 
brought out in the testimony that make 
it lock bad for me, but I am not losing my 
head or my nerve, and don't intend to. Re- 
member, I have not had my chance to talk 
yet, but I am carefylly noting all that is 
said, and matters will look different when I 
get through telling my story. 

*‘ All I want is the chance to tell my story 
fully, freely. and without interruption, as 
Molineux was allowed to tell his. Mr. Os- 
borne has promised me that I shall havethat 
chance. 

“No, I will not tell now what I will testify 
to when put on the stand. What I want to do 
is to clear up some things that now look 
bad. For instance, muck has been said of 
Molineux’s statement that on the night 
he resigned from the Knickerbocker Athletic 
chib I met him on the stairs and called him 
a vile name. It has not been brought out 
that when I was charged with that before 
the club authorities I proved to their satis- 
faction that I was not in the clubnouse that 
night and that Molineux, therefore, could 
not have met me there, as he swears he did. 

*“* So with the testimony of Dr. Potter, that 
there were two glasses on the table when he 
got to the Adams flat. That agrees entirely 
with my statement to the police and my testi- 
mony on the stand. Mrs. Adams brought in 
two glasses, one empty and the other half 
filled with water, for me to mix the bromo 
seltzer. I put the bromo seltzerin theempty 
glass and poured the water upon it. 

“Of course, the District Attorney has the 
right to proceed as he seeg fit, nut I promise 
you that when I get on that stand again and 
tell my story the atmosphere will be much 
cleared.”’ 

Cornish sent word to the Coroner today 
that he had a clew by which he thought 
he could clear up the murder mystery. 


Yokum Gives Evidence. 

J. H.. Yocum, a chemist, a member of the 
Knickerbocker Athletic club, and a friend 
of Harry Cornish, and John D. Adams, sec- 
retary of the club, were the chief witnesses 
today at the inquest on the death of Mrs. 
Katharine J. Adams. 

Mr. Yocum said that Cornish had called on 
him at his laboratory four or five times, but 
that he had taken no interest in chemical 
matters and had merely dropped in on his 
way to lunch with Mr. Yocum. Mr. Yocum 
declared that he did not know Mr. Molineux; 
knew nothing about him, and never suggest- 
ed that he was the sender of the poison pack- 
age. 

Yocum told of calling at the house after 
Mrs. Adams’ death and examining the poi- 
son left in the tumbler. 

Wtiness told Mrs. Rogers the glass ought 
to be turned over to the police, and she 
said she thought so too. . 

**Did you see Cornish that night?” 

“Yes; he was in my room at the club. 
He came to see me about 1 o’clock in the 
afternoon in the laboratory. He looked so 
drawn and played out that I asked him 
what was the matter. ‘Mrs. Adams is 
dead,’ he said. ‘I gave her some of that 
bromo seltzer.” ‘What;bromo seltzer?’ I 
asked. ‘ What I got in that bottle,’ hea 
swered. I took him around to a saloon a 
gave him a drink of milk, eggs, and whisky 
mixed, which he immediately vomited up. 
I then gave him the key to my room, and 
on my return there at 6 o’clock that even- 
ing I found him lying on the bed, with two 
doctors in attendance. He appeared to be 
sick.”’ 

Witness said it ‘was after Jan. 8 that he 
told Cornish that it must have been a chem- 
ist who compounded the mixture. Witness 
saw only one glass at the house. In relat- 
‘Ing the circumstances of Mrs. Adams’ 
death Cornish had said that when he gave 
her the mixture she complained that it was 
bitter and burned her mouth, and that he 
took the glass and tasted its contents. 

The proceedings were interrupted here 
by the bringing into court of Charles Bates, 
Dr. Potter’s servant, who told of Cornish’s 
call for Dr. Potter to attend Mrs. Adams. 

When Mr. Yoctm resumed the stand he 
said he told Cornish that the precipitate in 
the glass was bichloride of mercury, an the 
morning after Mrs. Adams’ death. 

“By that time,” asked Mr. Osborne, 
‘you had reached the conclusion that she 
had died by the act of a poisoner.” 

“That she died from poison, yes.” 


Does Not Accuse Molineux. 


“Did you suggest the name of Molineux 
as ‘a half-way.chemist’ who could have 
done it?’’ 

did not. I never knew Mr. Molineux at 
all, and had no knowledge of his chemical 
acquirements.”’ 

“You said this morning that the poison 
must have been sent by an expert chemist?’ 

“No. It might have been bought. I said 
if it was made it was made by an expert. 
Certainly no thorough chemist would have 
administered that poison, knowing the abso- 
lute certainty of the determination of mer- 
cury. No skillful poisoner would administer 
mercury. Lots of alkaloids kill as quickly. 
Lots of poisons leave no trace.” 


Secretary Adams’ Testimony, 


John D. Adams testified that at the time 
of Mr. Barnet’s sickness he heard rumors of 
his having taken poisoned Kutnow powder 
reccived by mail from an anonymous source, 
but that when he asked Dr. Phillips, the at- 
tending physician, about it Dr. Phillips said 
that there was nothing in it. 

He knew that Mr. Molineux and Harry 
Cornish were never on good terms. He 
never saw any evidence of Barnet disliking 
Cornish, although he did recall that Barnet 
complained that Cornish had applied a vile 
name to Molineux. He said he did not know 
all about Cornish’s affairs, but he knew of no 
encmy of Cornish except Molineux. 

Mr. Adams declared he did not mention 
any resemblance between Molineux’s hand- 
writing and the inscription on the poison 
package until after looking at the facsimile 
published in the newspapers of the poison 
package inscription. 

After reflecting on the matter over night, 
Mr. Adams said, he showed Cornish the 
Molineux leters next morning and Cornish 
wantcd to go to-the police at once. Mr. 
Adams testified that he never heard the sug- 
gestion made that Barnet’s relations with 
Miss Cheesebrough, who is now Mrs. 
Molineux, were such as to excite the jeal- 
ousy of Mr. Molineux. 

“To your knowledge did Cornish make 
any charges against any man intheclub?” 

‘* Il remember one man, but don’t know his 
name.» The charge was of such a nature that 
I did not care to discuss it. The man was 
asked to resign, and he did.”’ 

‘Was it of a similar character as the one 
made against Barnet?’ 

Yes.”’ 

“You did not believe the charges made 
against Barnet?’ 

“* Yes, I believe they were true.”’ 

** Did the man who resigned know that Cor- 
nish had made the charges?’ 

“T think not. No investigation was held, 
and the man was asked to resign and he did.” 


Receives the Poison. 


Patrick F. Finneran, the assistant in- 
structor of the Knickerbocker Athletic club, 
was on the witness stand today. He testi- 
fied that he was in Cornish’s office on Dec. 
24 when Cornish came in with the mail and 
a box. Cornish ripped the string and wrap- 
per off the box and opened it. It contained 
two packages, one of which Cornish took 
out and showed a silver object, saying: 

“What can this be?’ 

said: “It looks like a candle- 
stick.”’ 

“No,” said Cornish, “I guess it is for 
matches.”’ 

Then Cornish opened the other 
and showed a bottle of bromo seltzer, It 
was in a blue wrapper, sealed at both ends 
with wax. 

Mr. Finneran continued: “He took the 
wrapper off and threw it in the waste paper 
basket. I asked him if he had an idea who 
sent it and he said no. I suggested that 
some one had sént it to him in a joke and 
that he had better save the wrapper to 
identify the joker.

DUGGAN AS BISHOP HERE. 


DYING PRELATE ONCE HBAD OF HIS 
CHURCH IN CHICAGO. | 


Clergyman of Promise Stricken with 
‘Insanity in 1869 While in Charge of 
This See—Confined in an Asylum, 


but Retained His Title Till Feehan | 


Was Consecrated —Is Transferred 
te a Foreign Province—Sketch of 


His Career. 


The approaching death of Bishop James 
hk lhe St. Louis recalls to the minde of 
the Catholics of Chicago the story of his 
affliction and the fact that his successor in 
the see of Chicago, Bishop Foley, never was 
consecrated Bishop of Chicago, but held the 
see of Pergamus. It was in 1869 that Bishop 
Duggan’s insanity commenced. He had 
never been of rugged physique and ecclesi- 
astical troubles that occurred at about that 
time together with his arduous duties preyed 
on his mind until his intellect gave way. It 
was thought that his affliction was but tem- 
porary and Bishop Foley was made Coad- 
jutor and Administrator of Chicago and 
Bishop Duggan remained the titular Bishop. 
He was removed to St. Vincent’s Institute in 
St. Louis, where he has remained ever since. 

Bishop Foley performed the offices of the 
Bishop of Chicago, but never held the title. 
It being one of the rules of the Catholic 
Church that every Bishop must have a see 
he was appointed to the see of Pergamus 
in Asia Minor. Bishop Foley held this posi- 
tion until his death in 1879. 


Bishop Duggan Is Transferred. 


During the lifetime of Bishop Foley some 
difficulties had been experienced by the fact 
he was not the titular Bishop, and when his 
successor was appointed it was thought best 
to remove Bishop Duggan. The laws of the 
church, however, do not allow the removal 
of a Bishop, and to overcome this difficulty 
Bishop Duggan merely was transferred to a 
see ‘‘in partibus infidelium.”’ 

Before his affliction Bishop Duggan was 
one of the most intellectual prelates of the 
church in America. He was interested in 
arts and literature, and possessed one of the 
finest libraries in the city at that time. He 
did much to build up the church in the pio- 
neer days. Many of the churches of Chicago 
were erected during his bishopric, and many 
of the religious orders that are now estab- 
lished in the city started then. 

W. J. Onahan said of him: ‘“ I knew the 
Bishop in my boyhood days, and may say 
that I possessed his friendship in an unusual 
degree. He was a charming man, and his 
manners spoke of a high intellectuality.”’ 

During the civil war Bishop Duggan wasa 
strong union man, and was zealous in his 
efforts in behalf of the soldiers in the fleld. 
He was instrumental in the employing of 
the Sisters of Mercy as nurses. 


His Rise to the Bishopric. 

James Duggan was born in Maynooth, 
County Kildare, Ireland, in 1825. At the age 
of 18 he came to this country and studied in 
St. Louis. He was ordained in 1847. His 
success was marked and when Bishop Van 
de Velde resigned from the See of Chicago 
Father Duggan was appointed administrator 
of the diocese. This was in 1858. In 1857 he 
turned over the see to Bishop O’ Reagan and 
returned to 8t. Louis. 

At the age of 32 Father Duggan was ap- 
pointed Bishop “in partibus infidelium,” 
and attached to the See of St. Louis. On the 
resignation of Bishop O’Reagan in 1859 


‘Bishop Duggan was appointed to the vacant 


see at Chicago. 

Bishop Duggan was but 34 years old when 
he was consecrated Bishop of Chicago. 

The first intimation he had of mental de- 
rangement was in October, 1866, after his 
return from the second Plenary Council at 
Baltimore. He sought medical advice and 
traveled in Europe, but on his return he met 
with new difficulties and his once brilliant 
mind soon became a biank. He never re- 
covered.

“This friendship between nations is not 
going to change Human nature or the course 
of human events. It will not make water 
run up hill after all. We shall have our 
rival interests, but from this friendship we 
shall contend as friendly rivals. 

“One interest paramount above all others 
is the preservation of peace always, when it 
can be preserved with honor. With this 
dear mother country, or elder sister, as I 
prefer to call her, our friendship should be 
a little closer than that which exists between 
us andeother nations.’’

Helived buta 
few years, and a year or two after his death 
she was married to the Prince Wrega of Ba- 
varia. 

Their wedded life did not prove a happy 
one, however, and a few years later he se- 
cured a divorce from her.

been the cause of no little comment in Paris 
and in the other capitals of Europe, where 
the Prince and his wife are well known.

The Intermezzo in the “‘ Cavalleria ’’ had to 
be repeated, and Bensaude could not avoid 
giving again a portion of the Prologue, so 
insistent was the applause. | 

The presentation of both operas was highly 
satisfactory, ‘“‘ Pagliacci’’ being cspecially 
well done. In the *‘ Cavalleria ’’ the orches- 
tra was boisterous and noisy to a degree of 
which one had not believed it capable, Di- 
rector Fried evidently wishing to make the 
most of his opportunity. The result was 
Mme. Gadski and Sig. Pandolfini were in- 
audible in several portions of their duet, and 
the prima donna and M. Bensaude fared 
even worse in their scene. 

Mme. Gadski appeared for the fourth time 
in as many nights, and gave a highly cred- 
itable impersonation of Santuzza. She is 
an artist who commands ever increasing 
respect, by virtue of the seriousness, con- 
scientiousness, and artistic care that char- 
acterizes all she does. 

Pandolfini was a satisfactory Alfio, and a 
dramatic Bajazzo. The Drinking Song in 
*‘Cavalleria’’ was given with abundant 
spirit; the duet with Lucia had the ring of 
true pathos in it, and the long dramatic 
scene which closes the first act of ‘‘ Pag- 
liacci’’ was intensely and powerfully de- 
livered. 

M. Bensaude captured his audience by his 
stirring singing of the Prologue, and hfs 
portrayal of the love-sick, ill-natured dwarf 
was a veritable histrionic triumph for him. 
Rarely has the part been so effectually 
given. | 

Mlle. de Lussan added another laurel to the 
wreath of approval she is winning during 
this engagement by her finely tonceived and 
admirably executed Nedda. The music of 
the * Nightingale Song ”’ lies a little high for 
her, but she obtained good effect with it, de- 
spite this fact, and in the playful, bright 
music of the last act was at her best.

,Fortunate indeed is any soloist whose 
number on a concert program is preceded 
by such a performance as Mr. Thomas and 
his men gave of Schumann’s “ Spring” 
Symphony yesterday afternoon. All the 
joyous contentment and exuberant glad- 
ness which shine forth from every page of 
this loveliest of Schumann’s symphonic 
creations were revealed in all their genial 
sunniness, and callous indeed must have 
been the hearer whose heart was not 
warmed by reveling in such buoyant spring- 
time happiness. Such a work is in truth 
a favoring factor in the achieving of suc- 
cess by an artist, for an audience good- 
natured and pleased is already half won. 

That Emil Sauer did not stand in any 
especial need of these favoring conditions is 
true, for his renown had preceded him and 
his coming was awaited with interest by all 
who keep in touch with the piano-playing 
world. But the favoring conditions were 
there,.and his success was thus made doubly 
easy. That he succeeded, so far as pleasing 
bis.auditors was concerned, was proved by 
the heartiness of the applause, which would 
an 
encore was granted. 

As to a fixing of Sauer’s exact standing 
among the great ones of the piano world 
something more than the Chopin Concerto 
and the Schumann Toccata must be heard 
from him before such a decision can be 
made. The impressions received from his 
playing yesterday were not clear cut and 
deep enough to make a declaration of his 
artistic status possible. There was much 
was admirably done, and there was 
nothing that offended, but at the same time 
the individuality and originality displayed 
‘were not sufficiently marked to measure the 
full stature of thé player and to express a 
positive estimate of his abilities. The three 
recitals he will-give here early next month 
will enable a better studying of him as 
musician and virtuoso. and until then one 
must wait. The impressions received from 
listening to him yesterday, however, were 
such that these later opportunities of judg- 
ing of his powers will be awaited with no 
slight interest. 

The original. version of the Chopin Con- 
certo ‘was used and was closely adhered 
to by the player until the close of the Rondo, 
where he introduced octaves instead of the 
runs in single notes—a proceeding to which 
exception might be taken, but which the 
pianist doubtless would justify on the 
grounds of obtaining a more telling climax. 
In the Rondo, as in the first movement, 
Sauer proved himself a technician possess2d 
not only of the digital facility that is taken 
for granted in a virtuoso of today, but also 

higher technic which consists in the 


obtaining of tonal coloring and shading, and 
of delicate nuances in phrasing. In the 
Romanze the absence of a true singing tone 
was notéd, and in all the other cantab'le 
passages the same lack was appreciable. 
Whether the performer or the particular in- 
strument he used was responsible for this 
it is impossible to determine. From what 
nas been written of his work in the East, and 
judging by his playing heard in Europe, one 
is inclined to give the performer the bene- 
fit of the doubt. 

In his interpretation of Chopin’s highly 
romantic music he observed admirable mod- 
eration throughout the entire concerto, giv- 
ing a reading at once sane, free from senti- 
mentality, and yet not wanting in poetry. 
As an encore he played the Schumann Toc- 
cata with good breadth, effective shading, 
and abundant power in the climax. 

The new Symphonic Dances of Grieg are 
nationality in music carried to the last de- 
gree. They are interesting by virtue of 
their foreignness, and it is possible that with 
repeated hearings they would gain in clear- 
ness, continuity, and meaning. As it is, por- 
tions of the last movement and the first part 
of the Allegro Grazioso proved the most 


pleasing. 


MISS NETHERSOLE’S SUCCESS. 
Initial Production at Detroit of Max 


O’Rell’s New Play—Julia Mar- 
in “ Colinette.” 


Detroit, Mich., Feb. 17.—The initial produc- 

tion of Max O’Rell’s new play, *“*‘ The Prince 
of Wealth,’’ was successfully given in tlhe 
Detroit Opera-House this evening, with Olga 
Nethersole a& the star. The play, while it 
abounds in the brilliant witticisms of the 
famous French writer, supplies also in its 
latter scenes considerable opportunity for 
emotional and tragic art of the actress. 
It is in three acts. The first deals with 
cheerful, commonplace home life, the sec- 
ond mingles some humor into the otherwise 
pathetic picture of a family in which wealth 
and the cold life of society have supplanted 
more substantial joys and attachments. The 
closing act portrays a wife driven througha 
husband's sordid ambition for more wealth 
into a compromising and odious situation 
with a man of high station, who had in 
earlier years offered her his hand in mar- 
riage. The denouement is a happy conclu- 
sion of a somber act. 

M. Blouet’s witticisms are, as usual, di- 
rected in spots against English and Ameri- 
can society, but they are good-naturedly put 
withal. Hamilton Revelle plays the lead- 
ing man’s character gracefully. The central 
figure of the play is easily and admirably 
sustained by Miss Nethersole.

French Minister of Commerce and In- 
dustry Announces the Program 
of Events. 


The French Minister of Commerce and Industry 
has just announced the general regulations for the 
international sports and exercises for the expo- 
sition in 1900. The meetings and games are to 
take place in the district of Vincennes, near 
Paris, and are divided into ten classes: 

Athletic games such as the regular track and 
field games, gymnastics, fencing, shooting, horse- 
manship, cycling, automobilism, aquatic sports, 
life saving, and aerostation exhibitions. 

The athletic games will take place in the dis- 
trict of Lake Daumesnil, which contains a well 
appointed field on which the games will be held. 
The fencing contests will take place at the same 
place, and accommodations are already on the 
field which will permit the seating of a large 
crowd of visitors. 

The shooting contests, in which severa) Ameri- 
cans willf take part, will be held at the Wood of 
Vincennes. The Municipal Hippodrome will be 
the scene of the horsemanship and the cycle races. 
Long distance racing will be one of the features 
of the show and a large number of the crack long 
distance men of America will go to Paris to take 
part in the races, 

Automobiles will also be a feature of the show 
and the large exportations of American auto- 
mobiles which have landed in France will form 
an interesting part of the exhibit. ese ma- 
chines will enter in races and the contests will 
take place outside of the exposition grounds. 

The aquatic sports, such as swimming, diving, 
and rowing, will take place on Lake Daumesnit, 
the Seine, and the Marne. One of the features o 
the exposition will be a horse show, at which 
several saree American breeders and n 
will have their best entries.

Caspar Whitney Makes Western Col- 
lege Rules Publico—Says Kennedy 
Is Not Protected by Them. 


Caspar Whitney has been favored with a copy 
of the new rules which were proposed by the 
college faculty conference which met last fall 
to make new rules for the athletic teams of the 
seven colleges, and publishes them in full in the 
current number of Harper’s Weekly. 

He has several interesting comments to make 
on the new rules, and among other things fails 
to find any interpretation by which the election 
of Walter S. Kennedy as football Captain of the 
University of Chicago holds good, and while the 
understanding at the time was that Kennedy, who 
came from Tarxio College, where he had played 
one year on the team of that institution, entered 
the University of Chicago as a freshman and was 
given credit only for that class. 

The rule for that case is exception ‘‘ C "* of rule 4, 
which says that a player who has played on a 
college team is elgible to play on another col- 
lege team provided his work at the first institu- 
tion does not give him credit for advanced stand- 
ing at the newly entered school. 

Under a strict interpertation of the rules Ken- 
nedy’s reélection stands. With but few exce 
tions the rules are simply a revised form of the 
ones in vogue last year and have only a few ad- 
ditions which were made at the time of the faculty 
conference. However, it is the exceptions that 
the University of Michigan Athletic board ob- 
ane to and which it has practically refused to 
adopt. 

The main objection is to rule 5, which says 
that each player or athlete must sign a statement 
saying he is an amateur in every sense of the 
word and that he is eligible to the teams. The

In an Ad@ress Before the Single Tax. 


Club Asserts the “ Sixty-Day ” Men 
Got All the Best of the Civil Service 
Examinations—Insists the Alleged 
Enforcement of the Statute Is the 
Climax of Chicanery—Analyses the 
Report of the Board. 


John Z. White addressed a large audience 
last night at the meeting of the Chicago 
Single Tax club in Willard Hall on the sub- 
ject of the administration of the civii serv- 
ice law in Chicago. His address wasa sharp 
arraignment of the Harrison administration. 
He analyzed the last report of the Civil 
Service commission and maintained there 
never had been any more dishonest and cor- 
rupt evasion of any law than in the case of 
this law. 

He summarized his remarks by saying this 
was the “ pure and business-like administra- 
tion which the people are expected to indorse 
in the coming campaign.” He insisted tho 
alleged enforcement of the law represented 
the climax of chicanery and deceit; that it 
was the apotheosis of the Burke machine 
and Burke methods in city politics, and de- 
manded the Harrison administration be con- 
denined by all who love fair play and jus- 
tice. He said in opening his address: 


“It was matter of common knowledge in . 


the year 1807 that a strong effort was bein 
made, not to enforce the law, but to secure 
its overthrow, and that the strength of the 
present city administration was exerted to 
that end. So far as possible all positions 
were filled by what are known as‘ sixty day ’ 
men, although this provision is expresely 
stated to have been made to prevent embar- 
rassment of the service in case of excep- 
tional circumstances, and sixty days made 
the extreme limit of its exercise; but no less 
mandatory is the cl 6 following in the 
same section of the Baw, which says such 
temporary appoi nts may continue 
‘only until regular appointments can be 
made.’ Instances in which sixty-day men. 
failed to serve the full sixty days, in spite 
of this provision of the law, were not easily 
discovered.

That's what a Rus- 

sian famine means. Whole provinces prove 

sterile some seasons, and then, unless the 

citizens hurry away, many of them will suf- 

fer actual want. Money will not buy what is 

not in existence.”’

HAWLEY’S MILITARY PLAN. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—At its session 
today the Senate adopted a resolution by 
Mr. Morgan instructing the Vice President 
as President of the Senate to express to the 
government and the people of France the 
sympathy of the Senate in the bereavement 
that has fallen on the French republic in the 
death of President Faure.

Most of the day’s session was devoted to 
the passage of bills on the private pension 
calendar, seventy-four in number. and to 
the reading of the Alaska code bill. 

Among the pension bills passed was one 
providing that no pension shall be withheld, 
modified, or canceled except for fraud or 
mistakes in facts. ; 


General Palmer’s Pension. 


Mr. Gallinger called up the bill granting 
a pension-to John M. Palmer, formerly a 
United States Senator from Illinois. 
Senate passed a bill 
Palmer a pension of $100 a month, but the 
House, in passing the bill, reduced the pen- 
sion to $50 a month. Mr. Gallinger said he 
understood that General 
almost destitute circumstances, and, while 
he felt the distinguished soldier was en- 
titled to the amount carried by the Senate 
bill, he did not think it desirable to risk a 
failure of the bill by sending it to confer- 
ence.

Pacific Cable Subsidy. 


Senator Frye today introduced an amend- 
ment to the sundry civil appropriation bill 
for the encouragement of a Pacific cable.

a cable from some point in the United 
States on the Pacific coast to Hawaii, Guam, 
the Philippine Islands, Japan, and China. 
The contract is to be let to an American com- 
pany and to the lowest responsible bidder. 
The contractor is to be required to have his 
cable laid to Honolulu by July 1, 1900, and to 
Manila by Jan. 1, 1901. The details of the 
matter are to be placed in the hands of the 
Postmaster General and messages of the 
United States are to be carried free forever. 
The government is authorized to take pos- 
session of the line in case of war and in cer- 
tain contingencies is to own the line.

Large Naval Appropriation.

The news of Mr. Waller’s death reached 
the City Hall at 2 o’clock. It was a great 
shock to Mr. Harrison, who at once went 
home.

It is not only 
the taking away of a good city officer and 
faithful public servant, but a friend whom 
I have known and liked for years. 

Commissioner McGann—Controler Waller 
was a good citizen and a conscientious offi- 
cial. His loss to the city will not be easily 
replaced. Personally I am deeply grieved, 
as I had a high regard for him. 

City Clerk Loeffiler—Controller Waller was 
a first-class official and extremely conscien- 
tious in the performance of his duty. In 
fact some of the people doing business with 
the city thought he was too much so, but 
that has to be the reputation of every good 
Controller. 

Corporation Counsel Thornton—No one 
can say too much in praise of Mr. Waller's 
faithfulness as Controller and his devotion 
to his civic duty. Personally he was a 
charming character. 

It was predicted the Mayor would not at- 
tempt to fill the vacancy before election, but 
the name of A. O. Slaughter was mentioned 
in conmection with the office. 


Regret Among Insurance Men. 

Mr. Waller's death was learned with 
great regret by fire insurance men, with 
whom he had been associated prominently 
as local agent for over a quarter of a cent- 
ury. The following interviews show the es- 
timation in which he was held by his asso- 
ciates: 

Charles W. Drew—Mr. Waller was a man of 
strong personality, and was respected by all 
engaged in the fire insurance business. He 
will be greatly missed in that profession. 
He was the representative of the insurance 
fraternity at the World's Fair, and they all 
have taken great pride in his conduct of the 
office of City Controller. He was fearless in 
carrying out what he thought was right. 
Had he lived I think he would have at- 
tained a high position in affairs of state. 

President Pellet of the Underwriters’ as’ 
sociation—Mr. Waller was really one of the 
most universally liked fellows on the street. 
He was one of the squarest, most capable 
men in our business; one of the men that can 
least be spared in these times. 

George M. Lyon—Mr. Waller was a man of 
high character and lovable qualities. His 
ceath is a dig loss to the community. He 
was a worthy, able, industrious, and square 
business-man. We can’t afford to lose such 


men. 

Edward M. Teall—I knew Mr. Waller for 
twenty-five years, during the time he was 
connected with the insurance business, and 
I knew him as a man of .high character. It 
will be hard to fill his place in the community 
as well as in the underwriting profession. 
James W. Nye--There is no man, tn my 
opinion, that Mayor Harrison will find whose 
death could be a more serious loss to his ad- 
ministration than is that of Mr. Waller. He 
was one of the strongest and most aggres- 
sive men in the business, and one we could

MOTHER MARY ISADORE IS DEAD 


Former Teacher in St. Francis Xavier’s 
Academy Expires at Iowa City— 
Many Chicago Women Her Pupils. 


Chicago women who in the ‘60s were 
pupils at St. Francis Xavier's Academy, now 
at Twenty-ninth street and Wabash avenue, 
learned yesterday with deep regret of the 
death of Mother Mary Isadore, formerly a 
teacher in that school. 

Mother Mary Isadore was born in Ireland 
in 1824 and received her education in Dub- 
lin, She came to America in 1851, and, after 
living four years in New York City, came to 
Chicago. For three years she was treasurer 
and business manager and for eleven years 
teacher at St. Xavier’s Academy, where she 
numbered among her pupfls many who are 
now prominent women in Chicago. 

In 1889, with Mother Frances, till then 
Sister Superior at St. Xavier's, she went to 
Iowa. and, after a few years spent at Dav- 
enport and Cedar Rapids, founded Mercy 
Hospital at Iowa City, of which she was 
Sister Superior for nineteen years prior to 
her death. . 

Mother Mary Isadore, whose name in the 
world was Letitia O’Connor, was known as 
a woman learned in the law, medicine, and 
the languages. She spoke seven languages 
fluently. She wrote recently and had pub- 
lished in Chicago a “ Life of Mary Mulhol- 
land ’’ (Mother Frances), her long-time com- 
panion in the cloister.

ONLY FEW SOLDIERS EMPLOYED 


League Barracks May Be Kept Open Till 
April as Men Cannot Get 
Work. 


Reports made to Superintendent Bicknell 
yesterday indicate that employment has 
been secured for but four of the soldiers liv- 
ing at the Army and Navy league barracks 
on the West Side in ten days. This leaves 
over 100 men, a majority of whom are in 
good health and willing to work, still at the 
barracks. The officers of the league are 
becoming discouraged at the outlook of se- 
curing employment for the men, and think it 
may be necessary to keep the barracksopen 
until April. The intention was to close the 
building on March 1. 

The end of the relief work of the Police de- 
partment was marked by the preparation of 
a repost by Captain Campbell, Secretary of 
the department, outlining what has been 
accomplished. The report sets forth that 
almost 900 families were furnished food and 
fuel. One paragraph alleges that the Bureau 
of Associated Charities failed to give relief 
to deserving cases recommended to it by 
commanding officers of the Police depart- 
ment. 

** The report is entirely satisfactory to me,”’ 
Mayor Harrison said, “and should silence 
criticism of the manner of administering re- 
Hef. The relief was never represented to be 
other than emergency, and was certainly 
needed if there were hundreds of entirely 
destitute families, as the report indicates.”’

Bishop Charles H. Fowler spoke last night 
at Y. M. C. A. Hall, 153 La Salle street, on 
**General Grant.’ His lecture was under 
the auspices of the West End section of the 
Epworth league.

SHORTER NICARAGUA ROUTE. 


Engineer John F. Lebaron Claims to 
Have Made an Important 
Discovery. 


John F. Lebaron, a well-known civil en- 
gineer, declares, in an interview at Cleve- 
land, O., that while engaged as an engineer 
on the old Nicaragua Canal he discovered a 
new and practical route for the interoceanic 
connection, 

‘“‘I was one of the engineers in charge," 
said he, ‘‘ and became thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with the territory, and when I discovered 
the new and more practical route I at once 
laid it before the men who were backing the 
enterprise. But they were pledged to put 
the canal through on practically the route 
they had laid out, and did not act on my sug- 
gestion, and,’ furthermore, did not want any- 
thing said of the new and shorter route. 

** When Congress acted on the matter, and 
the President designated a commission to go 
thoroughly over the ground and report on all 
feasible routes, I at once wrote the commis- 
sion saying that if it was desired I would go 
to Washington and make known my route. 
I asked for no commission nor money, hav- 
ing no other interest in the matter than 
public interest. The commission did not see 
fit to accept my offer, and, therefore, 1 have 
never divulged the route. The commission 
has reported favorably on the Lull route, 
which, I believe, presents obstacles that 
make it impracticable.’’ 

Mr. Lebaron claims that the route he pro- 
posed is much shorter than any other, and 
would cost $22,000,000 less than any yet 
named. 

Mr. Lebaron is now an engineer for the 
American and Honduras company, to which 
the government of Honduras recently grant- 
cd valuable concessions.

WKINLEY’S BUSY 
DAY IN BOSTON, 


President and Party Visit 
Legislature and Make 
Several Speeches. 


PAYS GLOWING TRIBUTE. 


Refers to Massachusetts as the 
Home of Liberty and 
Patriots. 


DEPART FOR THE CAPITAL, 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 17.—The last day of 
President McKinley’s visit to Boston was 
one round of pleasure, and the different 
events which were crowded into the few 
hours followed each other with bewildering 
rapidity. 

The President arose at 9 o’clock, and at 
10 o'clock was en route to Tremont Temple, 
where he spoke to the Members of the Mas- 


| sachusetts department of the G. A. R., who 


were assembled in annual convention. 

Immediately following this, carriages were 
taken ‘for the State-House, where the Pres- 
ident visited the Legislature in joint ses- 
sion and made a fitting address. Here 
Secretary Long created much amusement 
by his witticisms and allusions to the time 
when he wielded the gavel as Speaker of 
the Massachusetts House of Representa- 
tives. 

After a short reception the Presidential 
party was taken on a tour through the sub- 
way and thence to the Algonquin club, 
where a breakfast was given by the mem- 
bers of the Commercial club. 

At 4:50 the party was taken to the South 
Terminal Station, the departure for Wash- 
ington on the special train being at 6:10. 
Secretary Long did not return with the par- 
ty, preferring to go to his home at Hing- 
ham with Mrs. Long, and start for Wash- 
ington in the morning. 

Ferdinand Peck, commissioner of the 
United States to the Paris Exposition, with 
his wife, accompanied the President as far 
as New York. The President left fn excel- 
lent health, and expressed himself as hav- 
ing enjoyed every moment of his trip, 

Cheered by War Veterans. 

As soon as the Presidential party had fin- 
ished breakfast this morning the start, the 
party being escorted: by the First Battalion 
of Cavalry, was made from the Hotel Tour- 
aine for Tremont Temple, tn which theG. A. 
R. encampment is being held. The President 
and his associates were received with cheers 
by the old soldiers, 

President McKinley was introduced and 
made a brief address, recalling the spirit 
with which the soldiers entered the war of 
the rebellion and their loyalty and faithful- 
ness to the republic. He referred to thestir- 
ring scenes of last year, which, he said, ha 
was glad they had lived to see, and closed by 
suggesting that the Spanish war veterans 
should be admitted to membership in the 
G. A. R. 

The suggestion was received, with cries of 
‘“* Good,”’ and applause. In response to calis 
Secretaries Alger. Long, Gage, and Smith 
spoke briefly, and the party then proceeded 
to the State Capitol to visit the Legislature, 


Speech to the Legislature. 

President George A. Smith, for the Sen- 
ate, welcomed the President in a brief ad- 
dress and introduced him to the convention.

FOOD SHORTAGE IN THE NORTH. 


Lower Yukon Advices Tell of a Scarcity 
of Supplies—Ice Endangers 
Vessels. 


Seattle, Wash., Feb. 17.—Advices from the 
‘Leower Yukon River up to Nov. 26 have been 
received here. They indicate a scarcity of 
supplies at Rampart City and Fort Hamil- 
ton, but there is no fear of a serious short- 
age.

Indeed, when the liter- 
ary historian comes to\look back upon tke 
present era he will find nothing more char- 
acteristic of it than this outspoken revoit 
against savage creeds. The number of chil- 
dren and adults actually murdered by the 
terrors of damnation may not be great in 
real life, but the number of those who per- 
ish beneath the Calvinistic juggernaut in 
the novels of the day is legion. Father 
Barry sends one more victim to this morgue. 
Poor Rosie Greystoke faints beneath the 
terrible preaching of the Rev. Mr. Jona- 
than and fades out of life to slow music. 
There is one comfort, however. She has 
no end of good company, whichever place 
she went to. 

Mrs. Greystoke, the mother of Marian ana 
Rosie, is a woman after this sulphtrrous 
preacher’s own, heart. This explains why 
Marian ran away in her girlhood, but it doés 
not explain why she married the rich Mr. 
Harland when she knew she did not love 
him. The real reason why she did that 
was because the author of the book wanted 
to show how unhappy she would be with all 
her wealth. 


This is not a religious novel, but a novel 
aimed at the sordid commercialism of the 
age. Lucas Harland is the embodiment of 
this modern evil, being a company promoter 
and speculator, something after the style 
of the man Hooley, whose muddy bubbles 
have recently burst in London. 

By and by there appears Gerard Elven,‘a 
musician, who hasa brother,a monk. Elven 
is the embodiment of the artistic spirit, as 
opposed to the commercial spirit. He works 
for love of art, while Harland works for 
love of money. These are the two stand- 
ards referred to in the title of the book. 
No need to say they come in conflict, and 
that the conflict is productive of some dra- 
matic situations in the life of Marian. 

Before the story is finished Marian has 
fled from her husband and come to Chicago, 
only to be further horrified by the rampant 
commercialism she finds in the society 
around Lincoln Park. She had started to 
run away with Elven, but the priestly broth- 
er had revealed to them the error of such 
a course, so the good leaven of renunciatiog 
goes on working in Marian’s character. 
When she hears that her husband’s mus- 
sionary syndicates are tottering to ruin she 
rushes back to him. She appears before 
him again one snowy, tempestuous night:

As Marian goes out again into the storm 
one cannot help fceling satisfaction over the 
fact that Harland is in the grip of the man 
from whom he had taken Marian, and who 
has ever since been bent on toppling the rich 
man's specuiative castles to earth. 


In good time the crash comes, and Lucas 
Harland is arraigned and sentenced as a de- 
faulter. His banished wife comes again to 
his side in the courtroom, and as sentence is 
passed on the culprit the author delivers a 
long soliloquy of his own in which Harland’s 
crimes are made to appear as more detest- 
able than murder. 

Then came across this guilt a scent of religion in 
decay, of putrefying superstitions; it was cant with 
a text in its mouth and leprosy in its bosom—the 
holiest besmirched, fouled, stuffed with falsehoods, 
adulterated and put up to sale for the good of trade; 
the heavenly Jerusalem let into a prospectus and 
sold by the square yard. 

Over against this lurid picture of Lucas 
Harland stands the character of Gerard El- 
ven, the man who writes powerful operas for 
Marian to take the title role in, and who evi- 
dently utters the moral of the story when he 
says: ‘“‘ You see that the commercial idea, 
allowed to reign, is an insanity—is the de- 
struction of art, and reduces life to a mono- 
mania as vulgar as imbecile.”’ 

Before Father Barry draws his long tale 
to a close hé manages to show up some cur- 
rent eviis in prison management and to re- 
duce Lucas Harland to helpless imbecility, 

that Marian can rescue him and devote 
erself to nursing him—probably because he 
does not deserve it. The story does not end 
in gloom, however, and if it were not so 
unconscionably verbose it might be freely 
commended. Father Barry has built his 
novel on a timely subject, and the slight 
quotations made from the book are enough 
to show that he can write with force, but the 
force could be doubled by shortening the 
book one-half. 


Romance of Early Tennessee. 
“The Story of Old Fort Loudon.” By 
Charles Egbert Craddotk. Illustrated, 
The Macmillan company. 

Charles Egbert Craddock—Miss Murfree~ 
has again vindicated her title to be called 
the historian and prophet of the Great 
Smoky Mountains. This volume is a de- 
lightful change from her usual) dialect tales 
of the Tennessee mountaineers, yet it is a 
Tennessee tale pure and simple. It is a his- 
torical romance of the earliest pioneers and 
of the terrible fate they suffered at the hands 
of the Cherokees when the British outpost 
of Fort Loudon, on the Tennessee River, was 
wiped out by a massacre in 1759. 

There is a fine literary flavor about this 
sweet-breathed narrative of a historical 
tragedy. Miss Murfree has preferred to 
cling closely to history rather than to con- 
struct a fictitious love story around a his- 
torical event. There is scarcely a trace of a 
love strand in the story atall. It isa pure 
heroic romance, with the interest centering 
about a fine man—a real historical character 
—Captain John Stuart, the officer in charge 
of Fort Loudon. His is a most attractive 
personality, and the friendship between him 
and Captain Demeré is fine and delicate 
enough to serve instead of the usual love 
motive in a novel. 

The reader is led into the wilderness under 
the shadow of the blue Cumberland Range 
and introduced to a family of settlers who 
are hiding from the Indians. Suddenly 4 
painted fice loome out of a clump of sumac 
and the party is surrounded by redskins, 
By good fortune they happened to be talking 
in French at the time, though it is a Scotch- 
man’s family and only the wife is of French 
blood. The Indians believe they are French 
and refrain from appropriating their scalps. 
The pioneers keep up the deception and are 
led in consequence far into the Tennessee 
wikderness unharmed, until they make their 
escape to Fort Loudon. This journey givee 
Miss Murfree abundant opportunity for de- 
scribing her beloved Tennessee mountains 
and forests in their primitive grandeur, and 
she does it with true literary art, though she 
prolongs it overmuch. 

With excellent dramatic effect the life of 
the people at the fort is depicted, with the 
hostility of the Cherokees growing more 
dangerous day by day. Then come the out- 
break, the sudden attack, the night defense 
of the fort, and the long siege, with all its 
breathless interest. Miss Murfree has de 
pleted with a skillful hand the famine riots 
within the fort and the deadly cordon of 
savages without, while one brave scout after 
another gives up his life in trying to go for 
reinforcements. Through it all Stuart is the 
same finely poised gentleman and soldier, 
oer he capitulates to the Indians and the 


Only Stuart they savéd alive—at first to 
torture him—then to make him tufn his 
cannon against his own countrymen. A truly 
thrilling situation it is, with his friend 
Demeré lying dead in the forest and himself 
standing between torture andtreason. Mise 
Murfree has caused him to sustain his role 


| te the end, even though in after days his 


cruel inhumanity . 


loyalty to Britain caused him to be.on the 
wrong 6ide in the revolutionary war. 

There are other well-drawn characters— 
Hamish MacLeod, and the quick-witted 
Od@alie, and the witty Corporal O'Flynn. 
The Indian chiefs who stalk through Mises 
Murfree’s pages are also more real than 
most romantic redsking are wont to be 
Willinawaugh and old Oconostota are more 
lifelike than Cooper’s Indians, and Ata- 
Kulla-Kulla, the chief who actually saved 
Stuart’s Mfe at much sacrifice to himself, is 
at least eminently acceptable for the pur- 
poses of the story. It is not so much the 
action as the atmosphere that charms one in 
this picture of Old Fort Loudon and its 
tragedy. It is history shown through the 
same romantic haze that purples the peak 
of old Chilowee on acalmsummerday. The 
story is as good as the best from Miss Mur- 
fpee’s pen. | 


Biography of General Meade. 


Life of General George Gordon Meade. 
By Richard Meade Bache. Henry T. 
Coates & Co. 

The victor of Gettysburg and the com- 
mander of the army of the Potomac during 
the closing years of the great civil war wil! 
always be an interesting figure in American 
military history. The suddenness with 
which General Meade came upon the stage 
as commander of the victorious army in the 
greatest battle of the civil war and the 
prompt overshadowing of his fame soon aft- 
er when Grant was made Lieutenant Gen- 
eral and took up his headquarters with the 
army of the Potomac in the field is One of 
the most striking incidents in the history 
of the great civil struggle of thirty-eight 
years ago. 

Much that the general reader of the history 
of the civil war has not heretofore undéer- 
stood, pérhaps, in regard to these features 
of General Meade’s career will be made 
clearer after a perusal of the present volume, 
written, evidently after careful preparation, 
by his nephew, Richard Meade Bache. The 
author explicitly declares that whatever he 
has to say regarding the civil life of his dis- 
tinguished relative is derived from his own 
observation and family knowledge, and that 
as to his military life as circumscribed by 
the limits of the civil war he has had no 
information given to him personally by Gen- 
eral Meade. These two declarations the 
readers will do well to keep constantly in 
mind, as otherwise the work, instead of 
adding to General Meade’s fame, might 
have quite the opposite effect. Personal 
knowledge and family relationship have en- 
abled the author to give an interesting and 
valuable account of General Meade’s per- 
sonality and character, and this part of his 
work wil} probably be of greater permanent 
interest and value than the more ambitious 
and labored attempt at describing the mili- 
tary career of one of the most successful 
commanders of the union armies. 


It is in regard to the military life of Gen- 
eral Meade, as portrayed in this volume, 
that most exceptions will naturally be taken. 
The author evidently, and perhaps with 
good reason, thinks General Meade’s serv- 
ices have not been apprefiated as they de- 
served to be. The tendency, clearly dis- 
cernible from the first, to take the most 
favorable view of everything in General 
Meade’s career is natural under the cir- 
cumstances, but is not con@ucive to the 
reader's confidence in the author as an im- 
partial nistorian, especially as it is closely 
related to needlessly bitter and unsparing 
criticism of most of the prominent Generals 
connected with the history of the army of 
the Potomac. 

A few illustrations will suffice to show the 
spirit and character of the author's crit- 
icism. Beginning with General Scott and 
the part he took in the beginning of the 
war the author says: ‘“ It is almost impos- 
sible to conceive that any one could have 
thought it judicious to let General Scott re- 
main as long as he did, with his infirmities, 
at the head of military affairs."’ He further 
ascribes to ‘‘ defect of military capacity ”’ 
on the part of President Lincoln his reten- 
tion of McClellan as long as he did—a cock- 
sureness of assertion and an after-the-event 
wisdom that may be taken for what they are 
worth. His strictures upon McClellan con- 
tain nothing new and’ perhaps nothing unde- 
served, except for the tone of some of them, 
but in regard to his successors as command- 
ers of the army of the Potomac previous to 
General Meade this tendency to sweeping 
and unjust criticism is more manifest. It 
is probably true, for instance, that Burnside 
“lost his balance’’ in the battle of Fred- 
ericksburg, but there is a long distance be- 
tween this and the “ temporary ineanity 
Mr. Bache ascribes to him. As to General 
Hooker, while admitting the good qualities 
now generally recognized as belonging to 
“Fighting Joe,” the author will probably 
find few critics or readers ready to agree 
with him that “ paresis’’ and an “ acute 
form of imbecility ’’ on the part of the union 
commander were responsible for the dis- 
asters at Chancellorsville, Hooker was a 
great fighter and corps commander, but he 
was neither the first nor the last to illustrate 
that something more than this was necés- 
sary to the command of an army, especially 
with Robert E. Lee as his opponent. | 

For failures in finding the right man as 
commander of the army of the Potomac and 
for being an impediment to such as he did 
find, Halleck, of course, comes in for his 
share of unsparing criticism, and his worst 
enemy at the time could scarcely have 


wished it to be greater. 


In regard to Sheridan, the bias of the au- 
thor is almost painfully evident, and were 
it not for his explicit disclaimer of the au- 
thority of General Méade for his facts and 
opinions this part of the work would serious- 
ly reflect upon the fame of that gallant com- 
mander. General Meade himself was gener- 
ous in his acknowledgment of General Sher- 
idan’s brilliant services, but Mr. Bache’s 
references to gallant “ Phil” are nearly 
always slighting and sometimes openly dis- 

ging. He says of him, for instance, 
that “it was in the line of his habitual 
practice never to blench from claiming more 
than due merit in whatever he was con- 
cerned.”’ 

Speaking of the famous battle of Cedar 

Creek, he says: ‘“ Sheridan, riding up to 
the front after the restoration of the bat- 
tle of Cedar Creek, aiding in restoring what 
was already virtually restored, is fascinat-: 
ing to that sort of fancy which dearly loves 
a coup de théatre.”” And this, notwithstand- 
ing General Meade himself pronounced Sher- 
idan’s action in this battle “ one of the most 
brilliant feats of the war.” Sheridan’s de- 
vastating campaign in the Shenandoah Val- 
ley under Grant’s orders and the approval 
of the administration calls from Mr. Bache 
the criticism that it was executed “ with 
barbaric ruthlessness.”’ 
- Much depends of course upon the point of 
view, and it is needless to add that in the 
case of Mr. Bache this is practically always 
unfavorable to Sheridan. The explanation 
for this is to be found in what the author 
regards as the undue favoritism shown by 
Grant toward Sheridan, a favoritism which, 
he says, culminated “in the oversilaughing 
of General Meade in behalf of Sheridan ”’ 
after the war. 

Other criticisms in detail might be made, 
but those given will indicate the features 
of Mr. Bache’s work. It should be added, 
however, that as an exhaustive review of 
General Meade’s own military career the 
volume has unusual merits, proper allow- 
ance being made in the instances above 
indicated. The maps and plans accompany- 
ing the text are a valuable feature, but 
in reduction from government originals leg- 
ibility has not always been secured. The 
majority of names on a number of the maps 
can be read only by the aid of a reading 


Clive Holland’s Novel. 
“ The Seed of the Poppy.” By Clive Hol- 
land. New York: M. F. Mansfield and 
A. Wessels. 

With a cover whose color and design 
iNustrative of the flame and the seed of the 
wonder-working flower, Clive Holland’s 
latest story, “‘ The Seed of the Poppy,” has

cey’s gorgeous and cloudy reveries. Aside 
from the questionable taste of making one of 
the heroines of the story—for it certainiy has 
two—a victim of the morphine habit, ending 
in suicide, and also aside from the question- 
able advisability of a novelist’s writing 
“shop,” of, in other words, writing a

ters of the story as novelist and Hterary 
man in general in quarters near Lincoln's 
Inn, London. 

The number of stories and novels in whose 
production the hero is more or less directly 
concerned, as told in the story, might lead 
the reader to incline to Boddington’'s opinion, 
that “‘ novel-writing is no longer an art, it 
has become a fashion.”’ Only one poet comes 
in for mention and that not altogether hon- 
orable—the author of “ Ballads of the As- 
phalt.”” Notwithstanding the woe this poor 
poet seems to have wrought by suggesting to 
Beatrice Armathwaite the use of morphine 
as a stimulant to the imagination, it is to be 
regretted the author did not substitute one 
of the aforesaid ballads of the asphalt for the 
lugubrious stanzas which act as a kind of 
solemn preface to the story. The asphalt 
bard's productions might have been better, 
and certainly it could not have been much 
worse. It is to be feared éven the potent 
papaver somniferum cannot make a poet 
out of the author of ‘The Seed of the 


Poppy.” 


Brochure on Christian Science. 


“ Christian Science: The Truths of Spirit- 
ual Healing.” By R. Heber Newton. 
G. P. Putnam’s Sons. 

The Rev. R. Heber Newton, rector of All 
Souls’ Church, New York, has added a new 
brochure to the growing literature of Chris- 
tlan science. In the preface the author says 
this booklet will form a chapter of a larger 
volume to be called “‘ The Contributions of 
Modern Heterodoxies to the Growth of Or- 
thodoxy.”’ This title represents his point 
of view in discussing Christian science. He 
believes that Mrs. Eddy has hit upon a great 
truth, but that there is danger of exagger- 
ation. He believes there is a possibility of 
reconcilement between the friends and the 
oppopents of Christian science. 

‘“‘If only the regular physician would call 
to his aid the strange powers which are 
proving themselves so plainly to be facts, 
even though ‘ wild facts,’ and ff only the 
Christian sclence healer would clear his 
mind of the cant of his new belief and allow 
that bodies are, and that a science of bodies 
may, therefore, well be, too, why, then,” 
concludes Mr. Newton, “ the Harold Fred- 


erics of the future need not fall into prema-. 
ture graves between their doctors and their: 


healers.”’ 

Mr. Newton is naturally a reconciler. He 
almost believes that there is some way of 
uniting truth and error. He has great pa- 
tience with heterodoxy. Christian science 
is not something to be opposed, but to be ac- 
cepted as a fresh putting of an old truth. 
He believes it is Christian, though he sees 
with some alarm the tendency of the ad- 
herents of the new cult to become narrow, 
intolerant, and dogmatic. ‘‘It is develop- 
ing,” he says, ‘‘a new ecclesiasticism—a 
modern counterpart of the venerable Roman 
Catholicism of the Middle Ages. At the 
summit of thie new ecclesiasticism is a 
Pope in petticoats. Leo XIII. is not more 
infallible to his church than is Mrs. Eddy 
to her church.” On the whole, however, 
Mr. Newton may be regarded as a believer in 
the main tenets of Christian science. 


Cornill’s Hebrew History. 
History of the People of Israel. By 
Cc. H. Cornill. Chicago: Open Court 
Publishing company. 

This is, as its title declares, a history of 
the people of Israel. It only refers to the 
Kings, but gives particular attention to the 
great religious leaders, who interpreted to 


‘the people and for them those religqus and 


national aspirations which made Israel the’ 
chosen of God. 

Dr. Cornill, who is professor of theology 

in the University of Konigsberg, is a popular 
writer on Old Testament themes. His 
** Prophets of Israel’’ has had a wide read- 
ing, and there is good reason to believe 
that this latest work will be even more 
popular. It is written for “ lay readers,”’ 
and while it presents the results of the 
higher critics, it omits those details which 
would be of interest only to the student. 
- In Germany Professor Cornill would prob- 
ably be regarded 4s occupying conservative 
grounds. He is hardly a “ destructive” 
critic. While holding that much of the Old 
Testament is traditional, he still believes 
‘“‘that the traditions of the people of Israel 
itself regarding its earliest history are thor- 
oughly historical in all essential points, and 
can sustain the keenest and most searching 
criticism.” “ While regarding the s0-called 
tribal leaders—Jacob, Joseph, and the oth- 
ers—as personifications, he accepts Abraham 
as “@ historical personage in just as strict 
a sense as Opheltas and Periboltas.” Of 
all the record he writes: “ Not with rude 
vandal hand should we tear away this veil, 
but with loving care resolve it into its single 
threads and remove it with considerate 
hand, so that the original image may stand 
forth in its unadorned simplicity.”’ 

That is the sipirt of the whole book, and 
though all may not, and probably ought 
not, agree with every conclusion, no one will 
deny to the author an earnest purpose to 
find the truth and modesty in stating it. 
The translation, by Professor Carruth of the 
University of Kansas, is all that could be 


desired. 


Travel Sketches by Mrs. Wallace. 
Along the Bosphorus. By Susan B. Wal- 
lace. Rand, McNally & Co. 

This volume of charming sketches is as far 
as possible removed from the average book 
of travels. Mre. Wallace is a poet by nature 
and a writer of prose by training, so there ts 
nothing of the guidebook in her pages. Sta- 
tistics she carefully avoids. Yet when she 
is through the reader is conscious that he 
has seen and felt it all. 

Less than seventy of the nearly 400 pages 
are devoted to the Bosphorus and Constan- 
tinople—subjects with which the author 
came into the closest contact as the wife 
of General Lew Wallace, former Minister to 
Turkey. Then follow chapters on leprosy 
in the East, a trip to Hebron, Gypsies, Beth- 
lehem, ‘“‘In the Tower of Many Stories,’’ 
containing six articles on the tower of Lon- 
don, the palace galleries of Florence, West- 
minster Abbey, and a few other subjects. 
The chapters are referred to by the author 
as “scattered autumn leaves.”” The meta-~ 
phor is apt only as it applies to leavesof the 
most brillian coloring. There is nothing 
dul or commonplace in the whole book. 


Novel Aimed at Stern Creeds. 
“The Minister's Conversion.” 
Hooper. The Macmillan Company. 

In this age of dissent from heartless re- 
ligious dogmas there will always be appre- 
clative readers of a novel that paints in 
sharp contrast the Christianity of unselfish 
nobility of character and the Christianity 
that would torture the sweetest lives for 
unbelief of the impossible. Such a story is 
“The Minister's Conversion,” by I. Hooper. 

The principal characters are Simon 
Brooke, a wealthy elder of a nonconformist 
church In south Devonshire, England, who, 
in spite of his “ entire sanctification,” is a 
man without principle or honor; Kris, a lad 
adopted by Brooke ostensibly for the boy’s 
temporal and spiritual’ betterment, but 
really in order to get a fortune from the 
boy’s rich aunt; Margaret, daughter of the 
elder; and the Rev. Mark Increase, pastor 
of the nonconformist church—proud, strong, 
eloquent, but uncompromising to the point of 
cruelty with what he believes to be sin. To 
him the one sin more reprehensible than all 
others is the sin of unbelief in certain dog- 
mas which he mistakes for Christianity. 

How this proud, uncompromising man is 
humbied by sin and suffering that come to 
his. own fireside, and how he is converted to 
a Christianity of tenderness and mercy— 
the Christianity that judges not others—is 
dramatically told. Though the author’s 
dislike of the nonconformist church and his 
championing of the established church are 
somewhat too evident, and though the 
hypocrisy of some of the characters is a 
Httle overdrawn, the story on the wholeis

A readable war volume has been compiled and 
written by Wallace Rice under the title ** Heroic 
Deeds in Our War with Spain.’’ 
published by the George M. Hill company of Chi- 
cago. It is a volume of 450 pages, dealing with 
the Spanish war by means of episodes and stories 
derived chiefly from the dispatches of Chicago war 
correspondents and others. These are interspersed 
with poems that were called out by the war. ‘Mr. 
Rice has acted partly as editor and partly as 
author in theee pages, but the two kinds of work | 
are run together, usually without any distinguish- 
ing mark. One wishes that credit had been given 
the war correspondents for their respective nar- 
ratives in each case, inetead of merely 
their names on the title page. The work lays toe 
claim to completeness as a history, but it abounds 
in anecdotes and thrilling stories of the war, and 
will doubtless find many interested readers. A 
collection of ‘‘ Epigrams of the War’ and a com- 
plete chronology are valuable features of the book.

CORN RULES WEAK. 


DELIVERY SELLS UNDER 36 CPNTS 


ON LIQUIDATION. 


All the Old-Time Bull Houses Are Sell- 


ers—The Fine Weather Influences 


Speculators — Wheat Follows the 
Lead of Corn—Cash Sales for Spring 
Shipment Narrow Differences on 
Sample Lots—Trade in Provisions Is 
Light—Oatse Relatively Firm, 


Cérn Was once more a leading market, 
but its influence on the other markets was 
decidedly toward lower than towards high- 
er prices. The weather had a great deal to 
do with the temper of the trade. It prom- 
ises a lot of soft corn and suggested to 
speculators the approach of spring and an- 
other crop. All the old time local bulls were 
free sellers. There was realizing through 
Trego - Montgomery, Hulburd - Warren, 
Chandler, and Pringle, and the enormous 
sales of long corn were supplemented by 
extensive short selling.

NO RIGHT OF SECESSION. 


Last week Trisunz commented edi- 
torially on a speech made by Senator But- 
ler of North Carolina in which he had stated 
that “ under the compact of 1787 the South- 
ern States undoubtedly had a right to with- 
draw from the union.” In its comments 
THE TRIBUNE mentioned a conversation be- 
tween one of its editors and the late Justice 
Lamar, in which Mr. Lamar admitted that 

the States organized out of territory pur- 
chased from France or Spain stood on a 
different footing from the original States or 
the States made out of territory ceded by 
them, But as the Louisiana Territory would 
have had after its acquisition by the United 
States the ‘natural right of revolution,’ he 
contended that States made out of that Ter- 
ritory, Mke Arkansas and Louisiana, had 
that ‘natural right,’ even if they did not 
have ¢onstitutional right.” 

Then the question was put to Senator But- 
ler, ‘* Why he believes that Louisiana or 
Arkansas had the same ‘ constitutional ’ 
right to secede in 1861 that North Carolina 
had?” and what argument he could make in 
defense of the right of secession “as re- 
gards States made out of territory bought 
by and the property of the union.” The 
arguments which Senator Butler makes in 
to TRIBUNDE’s question is as ful- 
ows: 

The people of the South, and, indeed, the 
public generally, will be surprised to know 
that the late Justice Lamar ever admitted 
that any State could possibly have any 
rights under the constitution, or ‘reserved 
rights, which every other State did not 
possess, It is difficult to believe that Justice 
Lamar ever made such a confession. It is 
true that when each of the thirteen original 
States acceded to the compact that they 
were sovereign and independent in every 
respect, and ceded only certain powers to be 
exercised by the federal government, re- 
serving all powers not thus expressly ceded; 
yet provision was made for the admission 
of other States on equal footing into the 
compact, and when an additional State was 
received it became at once clothed with 
every privilege and right under the general 
government, and also clothed with every 
reserved right of any and every State in 
the compact. This is true whether such 
State was organized as an independent gov- 
ernment, and as such independent govern- 
ment applied for admission, as in the case 
of Texas, or whether such State was carved 
out of territory ceded by one of the thirteen 
original States to the federal government, as 
in the case of Tennessee, or whether carved 
out of territory acquired by conquest or 


- purchase, as in the case of Florida anid 


Louisiana. This is necessarily so, for any 
other doctrine would present a most ab- 
surd and intolerable condition Who will 
single out any one of the many rights and 
powers that the original thirteen States re- 
served when acceding to the compact, and 
attempt to show that any State afterwards 
entering the compact was not clothed at 
once, upon becoming a Sate, with that re- 
served right and every other reserved right 
or power held by any of the thirteen original 
States. The proposition that every Ter- 
ritory, when it becomes a State, either ac- 
quires and can exercise every right and 
power, reserved or otherwise, that the thir- 
teen original States had, or that it does not 
acquire and cannot exercise any of them, is 
too self-evident for controversy. 

TRIBUND in its editorial says: Mr. 
Lamar was not prepared to claim that Flor- 
ida, when a Territory, had a constitutional 
right to secede. But to admit that Florida 
hada constitutional right to secede when a 
State would be to admit that Statehood made 
that legal which would have been previously 
fliegal.”” Of course the Territory of Florida 
could not secede from the union because it 
had never been in the union. In fact,,a 
Territory has no constitutional rights. 
Therefore when a Territory is elevated to 
the dignity of Statehood many things are 
made Jegal which previously were illegal. 
It would be illegal for a Territory to elect 
two United State Senators and for those 
so-called Senators to attempt to take seats 
on the floor of the Senate. It would be il- 
legal for a Territory to attempt to take part 
in a Presidentialelection. Inshort, it would 
be illegal for a Territory to attempt to do. 
anything except what it was authorized or 
permitted to do by act of Congress. To 


paraphrase the statement of Tun TRIBUNE: 


To admit that a citizen of a State had a 
constitutional right to vote when 21 years 
of age, would be to admit that manhood 
made that legal which would have previous- 
been illegal. 
between the rights and. 
powers of a Territory and those ofa State 
are s0 many and so fundamental that there 
can be no analogy between fhem. It isa 
well established principle that the constitu- 
tion does not extend to a Territory only sq 
far as Congress may extend it by legislative 


act, and Congress is not limited by the terms 


of the constitution in such legislation. In- 
deed, Congress has in many cases estab- 
lished principles in regard to the Territories 
that are entirely repugnant to the constitu- 
tion, and has been sustained in so doing by 


the Supreme Court of the United States. 


Congress sat up a dictatorship in Louisiana, 
or in that part of it covered by New Orleans 
and vicinity, while it wasa Territory. While 
Florida was a Territory Congress provided 
for courts in that Territory, with Judges 
holding for a term of four years, while the 
constitution says that the judicial power of 
the United States must be vested ‘in one 
Court an@ in such inferior courts

The only argument which Senator Butler 

advances is that when Florida or Louisiana 
or other Territory is admitted as a Staie it 
becomes “ clothed with every reserved right 
of any and every State inthe compact’’—that 
the new State has every right which North 
Carolina or New York has. No one wil! dis¢ 
pute the accuracy of this statement as re- 
gards those “ reserved rights’’ which are 
set forth in the constitution or the existence 
of which can fairly be inferred. The gen- 
eral government has no more power to inter- 
fere with the domestic affairs of a new State 
than with those of one of the original thir- 
teen. It has no more power to lay taxes on 
articles exported from Florida or Oregon 
than from New York or Massachusetts. 
The right of the people peaceably to as- 
semble is guaranteed by the constitution. 
That guarantee protects Arkansans as well 
as South Carolinans. 
' But Senator Butler contends that there is 
a “‘reserved right” of secession and that 
Florida or Arkansas was as much entitled 
to exercise that “‘ right” in 1861 as Virginia 
was. The Senator does not claim that that 
alleged right is set forth in termsin the con- 
stitution. He does not assert that State 
conventjons when ratifying the constitution 
reserved the right to secede. He does not 
claim that there is any Supreme Court de- 
cision upholding that “‘ right.’”’ He does not 
deny that that “right’’ while alleged to 
exist by the people of some States was dc- 
nied to exist by the people of a greater num- 
ber of States.’ It wasin short a disputed, not 
an admitted, right. The opinions of Mr. 
Webster were diametrically opposed to those 
of Mr. Calhoun. 

So what Senator Butler-claims is that 
States like Florida and Arkansas attempted 
to exercise when they tried to secede a dis- 
puted and not an undisputed “ reserved 
right,” a “right” the existence of which 
was denied by the people of a majority of 
the States when Arkansas and Florida were 
admitted into the union. It may be conceded 
that the people of South Carolina, Georgia, 
etc., had come to believe by 1860 that when 
the people of those States, through their 
conventions, ratified the constitution, they 
did so with a tacit reservation of the right 
to withdraw from the union. The question 
of the right to secede was not discussed 
then. But there should be an express reser- 
vation of a disputed right, or the claim that 
it was reserved has no merit. 

‘Arkansas was admitted to the union in 
1886. The preamble of the first constitu- 
tion contains the declaration that Arkansas 
had “ the right of admission into the union 
by virtue of the treaty of cession’”’ with 
France. There was no assertion that “a 
right of withdrawal’’ was inyolved in the 
right of admission. In 1833 Mr. Webster 
made his speech on Mr. Calhoun’s resolu- 
ticn and argued that the constitution was 
not a compact, that the union was not a 
league, and that no State had a constitu- 
tional right of nullification or secession. The 
opinions .expressed by Mr. Webster were 
indorsed by a decided majority in the Sen- 
ate. If the people of Arkansas had wished 
to reserve the right of nullification or se- 
cession when they came into the union three 
years later they shouid have laid claim to 


of the alleged right. 

The Floridians held a convention in 1888, . 
drafted a constitution, and applied for ad- 
mission to the union. In the preamble of 
that constitution ‘‘ admission into the un- 
ion’”’ is claimed as a right “ by virtue of 
the treaty with Spain ’’ which provided that 
the inhabitants of Florida should be in- 
corporated in the union “as soon as may 
be consistent with the principles of the fed- 
eral constitution.’”” There is not, however, 


| in that first Florida constitution any declara- 


tion that Florida not only has a right to 
be admitted into the union, but also, being. 
admitted, had a right to leave the union 
whenever it saw fit todo so. Senator But- 
ler ig prepared to contend, however, that 
after Florida had demanded and obtained 
Statehood the Floridians had a right to 
secede and reannex themselves to Spain, 
from which nation the United States had 
previously bought Florida. 

Tum TRIBUNE does not admit that any 
State, not even one of those which helped 
to make the constitution, had any reserved 
right to secede. When the question came 
to a head in 1860-61, nine of the thirteen 
original States denied the existence of the 
right of secession, and only four affirmed it. 
Nor does THE TRIBUNE admit that the thir- 
teen original States were “ sovereign and 
independent in every respect when they ac- 
ceded to the compact.”” They were not sov- 
ereign and independent in any respect as 
regards external relations under the Conti- 
nental Congress and the articles of confed- 
eration. When Rhode Island hung back 
about entering the union, the other States 
had so little respect for its “ sovereigaty 
and’ independence ” that they would have 
forced it in had the Rhode-Islanders delayed 
action a little longer. North Carolina would 
have been forced into the union had it at- 
tempted to stay out. A common war and 
common interests made the rebelling colo- 
nies one, so that absolute sovereignty and 
independence on the part of one of them 
was impossible. But even if Carolinians or 
Virginians or Georgians fancied they were 
sovereign and independent when they helped 
to make the constitution, the inhabitants 
of the Territories which were afterwards 
admitted as States never harbored such a 
delusion. Louisiana was not “sovereign 
and independent” when admitted to the 
union.. The Louisiana Territory was bought 
by the national government for the benefit 
of the whole union. .It was bought among 
other purposes to secure for the people of 
Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, -and Illinois the 
free, unobstructed navigation of the Missis- 
sippi. That purpose would have been de- 
feated by the secession of Louisiana. It 
is futile to contend that Louisiana, after it 
became a State, had any “ right” to secede 
without the. consent of all the States, for 
whose benefit jurisdiction over Louisiaria 
had been purchased by {he general govern- 


ment. | 
So it is absurd to attempt to put Louisiana 


secession by the inhabitants of New Mexico. 


it formally. A failure to do so was a waiver ° 


the question of the “ reserved rights~’ of 
States had begun to be discussed and the 
majority of the States had declared that the 
union was indissoluble. 

Senator Butler asserts that ft is “ difficult 
to believe ’’ that Justice Lamar ever “‘ made 
the confession.’’ THE TRIBUNE states he did 
to the effect that the States erected out of 
purchased territory, which attempted to 
secede in 1861, stood on a different footing 
from the original States or States made out 
of territory ceded by them. Mr. Lamar is 
dead and he cannot be called on to testify. 
Nevertheless, the conversation between him 
and a TRIBUNE editor took place, not long 
after the former took his seat on the Su- 
preme Court bench. Possibly if Senator 
Butler were as good a jurist or as well versed 
in political history as was Mr. Lamar he 
would not find it so difficult to believe that 
he made the statement in question. But 
even if he had not made it, the fact would 
remain that Arkansas or Florida could have 
pleaded “‘ the natura! right of revolution "’ 
in justification of their conduct in 1861. They 
had not a ghost of an excuse for pleading a 
“ reserved right” under the constitution to 
secede. The right of revolution THE TRIB- 
UNE concedes, but nothing more. 


FIELD FOR AFRICAN TRADE. 


Edward Fleischer Explains the Possi- 
bilities Open to All American Man- 
ufacturing Industries. 


Chicago, Feb. 15.—[Editor of The Tribune. } 
—No country presents better possibilities for 


facturers than South Africa, formerly 
known as “‘ The Dark Continent,” but at 
present recognized among European na- 
tions as a country with a great future, a 
country full of incalculable mineral re- 
sources and millions of acres of fertile soil 
waiting for a new generation for their de- 
velopment. Although a great part of Africa 
is barren, Great Britain’s possessions in 
South Africa contain over 1,000,000 square 
miles of land suitable for various agricult- 
ural purposes, the title possessions, exclu- 
sive of Egypt, the Boer republics, and Rhode- 
sia, im Africa being over 2,300,000 square 
miles. 

South Africa today presents to our manu- 
facturers a better field for their wares than 
the United States did to Europe half a cent- 
ury ago. 

For the month of November, 1898, the ex- 
ports of diamonds, gold, and ostrich feath- 
ers amounted to $12,500,000, while their 
monthly output of gold is over 400,000 ounces, 
the annua) amount of diamonds exported is 
about $25,000,000, and that of ostrich feath- 
ers $3,000,000. 

The total imports into South Africa, ac- 
cording to the official) reports for 1897, were 
$129,150,128, of which the United States fur- 
nished $18,151,071, or about 10 per cent of 
the total imports. 

The export trade of that country in 1897 
in machinery not specified was $1,319,938. 
The total exports from the United States to 
South Africa for elevem months are $10,549,- 
850, of which corn, wheat, flour, fruits, of), 
timber, and lumber figure up the amount 
of $7,529,479, leaving $3,019,871 as the 


industrial products. 

There is a decrease in the export of agri- 
cultural implements, principally due to the 
failure of the crops of 1897, while the in- 
crease in manufactured cotton goods is over 
400 per cent, carriages about 10 per cent, bi- 
cycles 15 per cent, wearing apparel 100 per 
cent, builders’ hardware 90 per cent, type- 
writers 100 per cent, and boots and shoes 20 
per cent. 

The question presented to our manufactur- 
ers is whether this country receives a prop- 
er proportion of the export trade of South 
Africa, a question which has so often been 
referred to in the reports of Consul General 
Stowe to the government. 

Figures speak louder than words, inas- 
much as they show that England atone has 
about thirteen times as much trade in in- 
dustrial products as we have. From all 
parts of the world comes the report that 
with a greater and more systematic effort 
by our manufacturers exports could be 
largely increased. 

The leading manufacturers in this country 
have representatives in important commer- 
cial cities for the purpose of introducing 
their wares and maintaining the trade. Why, 
then, do they expect the trade from foreign 
countries by simply advertising or sending 
out catalogues? 

A representative speaking the language of 
the country, acquainted with the habits and 
the wants, can accomplish more in one visit 
than carloads of export journals. 

The exports of carriages and wagons to 
South Africa was small until the manu- 
facturers concluded to make broader seats, 
and that to some of the South American re- 
publics, at no time large, was only obtained 
by making wider tires. 

Our furniture manufacturers could obtain 
ten times the export trade if they were ac- 
quainted with the peculiarities of the differ- , 
ent nations and would make the furniture to 
suit the market. 

Last year about $5,000,000 worth of hard- 
wood lumber, largely for the furniture trade, 
was exportéd to England, Germany, and 
France. About a month ago an English fur- 
niture jobber visited Chicago and Grand 
Rapids and explained to the manufacturers 
how he wanted his goods made and shipped, 
and the manufacturers willing to comply 
with his wishes received orders from him 
amounting to over $100,000. | 

Why can’t more of our manufacturers have 
representatives in foreign countries to cali 
on the jobbers, comply with their wishes, 
and increase their trade? Many of them 
have, and they are reaping a harvest from 
the seed sown. Most of our leading manu- 
facturers have representatives in the prin- 
cipal cities in this country to look after the 
trade, call on their customers, retain the 
business, and watch competition. 

If they find it necessary ‘to do so in this 
country why should it not be more so in 
foreign countries? Every manufacturer 
knows thet an increase of his output makes 
a proportionate decrease of the cost of the 
output, a large part of his expenses remain- 
ing the same.

How much better 
wou!d it be for our manufacturers and our 
mechanics in many of our industrial Mnes if 
their establishments were busy during the 
whole year.

DISCUSSES “SEXPTIO TANK.” 


Quotes from a Paper Read in 1896 
Showing This Method of Treating 
Sewage Had Been Carefully Studied 
by the Chicago Department and 
Found Beyond the City’s Present 
Resources—Special Wastes Produc- 
ers Should Adopt the Process. 


Chicago, Feb. 17.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Referring to the editorial in Tue SUNDAY 
TRIBUNE of the 12th inst. headed “‘ Microbes 
as Sewage Purifiers,”’ in which the Health 
department of Chicago is told that it “ could 
not do a wiser thing than to investigate 
fully and carefully the curious but simple 
method by which the English Town of Fx- 
eter disposes of its sewage,’’ I beg to cald 
attention to a paragraph in an address on 
“The Relation of the Medical Profession to 
the Water Supply of Chicago with Dspecial 
Reference to the Sanitary Waterway and 
Main Drainage Channel,”’ delivered by in- 
vitation before the Chicago Ph ns’ 
club on Nov. 30, 1896. The passage closed 
by setting forth the details of a demonstra- 
tion, first made by the writer in the fali of 
1886—to-wit: that more than one-half the 
sewage pollution of the Illinois and Mich- 
igan Canal disappeared between Bridgeport 
and Lockport, that nearly one-third of the 
remainder was lost in the next four miles, 
and that at Channahon, forty-eight miles 
from Bridgeport, no trace of sewage could 


» be detected. 


The investigations upon which this dem- 
onstration was based were repeated in the 
winter of 1886-87, in the summer of 1888, 
and in the spring of 1889, with substantially 
similar results in every case. These results 
were afterward corroborated by investiga- 


tions made by Professor Pettenkofer of Mu- |}. 


nich in 1892 and by Dr. Adolph Gehrmann of 
the Chicago Health department in 1894. 

Closing a summary of these investigations 
the paragraph reads: 

**In short, it may be accepted ag anaxiom 
that running streams tend to purify them- 
selves; they always have done so, and will 
continue to do so when not too highly 
charged with organic matter—that is, 
charged beyond the powers of the bio- 
chemic processes continually operating in 
nature—the action of sunlight and oxygen 
and of the inconceivable myriads of micro- 
organisms that live on organic matter, 
break it down, and finally leave it inert and 
innocuous.’’ 

Description of Septic Tank. 

The address appears in full in the biennial 
report of the Department of Health for the 
years 1895-06, and on page 266 is the follow- 
ing footnote: 

“In the London Lancet of Dec. 5, 1896, 
received a fortnight or so after this paper 
was read, there appears a report of its spe- 
cial commissioner on ‘The Utilization of 
Micro-Organisms in the Purification of Sew- 
age '—an interesting description of a process 
for the satisfactory disposal of sewage by 
means Of a ‘septic tank,’ as it is called by 
its inventor, Mr. Donald Cameron, the City 
Surveyor of Exeter, England. In brief, the 
‘septic tank’ is so constructed ag to be de- 
prived of light and almost of air. In this 
tank the anaerobic microbes in the sewage 
‘increase at a fabulous rate, and therefore 
the organic matter is attacked with extraor- 
dinary energy and promptitude.’ Leaving 
this ‘ septic tank,’ the liquefied sewage flows 
through an aerating trough, where it receives 
a maximum of air and light, resulting in the 
destruction or quiescence of the anaerobic 
organisms and the activity of the aerobic 
microbes, whose function is further in- 
creased during the passage of the liquid 
through filters of highly porous materials, 
operated intermittently so as to renew their 
supply of oxygen. Analyses show that the 
filtrate contains only one-fifth the minimum 


‘oragnic nitrogen that the Rivers Pollution 


commission allows. Contrasting this 
process with the attempts to purify sewage 
by are, chemical treatment the Lancet 
commissioner says: 

“*The theory deminating this construc- 
tion is based on the principle that nature 
unaided will deal, and has dealt, with sew- 
age where its powers are not overtaxed. The 
world did exist before sewers were bullt, and, 
though in rural districts sewage was used 
for manure, the larger towns poured their 
raw sewage into the nearest streams. 


Natural Process of Purification. 

** * Nevertheless, the rivers remained pure, 
or, rather, they were able to purify the im- 
purities they received so long as the country 
was not too thickly populated. . . . When 
the methods nature employs to destroy and 
disperse organic matter were not known 
it was difficult, indeed, impossible, to pur- 
posely provide what was necessary to favor 
the natural processes. Now, however, we 
know that the decomposition of organic 
matter is due to the successive action of 
various families of micro-organisms. They 
first feed on organic matter, convert it into 
a simpler form, and then poison themselves 
by their‘own product. They give place to 
another race, which in its turn feeds and 
prospers on what their precursors have left, 
till at last the solids of sewage are broken 
down by many operations and races of 
microbes following one upon the other with 
beneficent and wondrous rapidity.’ 

“A week later, Dec. 12, 1896, the British 
Medical Journal published an abstract of 
a paper read at the Institution of Civil En- 
gineers on ‘The Bacterial Purification of 
Water,’ by Dr. Percy Frankland, and the 
subsequent discussion. Following are a few 
passages from the Journal’s abstract: ‘ The 
self-purification of rmver water, a factor 
which he (Frankland) had previously treated 
skeptically, he seemed to accept, owing to 
the rapid strides which have been made in 
bacteriology. .. Insolation was spoken 
of as an important factor, newly recognized, 
and to the value of sunlight more than one 
of those who spoke in the discussion bore 
testimony. . Sedimentation and dilu- 
tion were mentioned as factors of import- 
ance, and Dr. Frankland gave many im- 
portant details by way of example... . 
He suggested also that dilution with purer 
water was a factor which contributed large- 
ly to “ self-purification,’’ so-called, and, in- 
deed, was seldom altogether absent from 
any examples.’ 

“Messrs. Frankland et al. seem to have 
now arrived {ten years later] at the con- 
clusions reached in 1886 through the in- 
vestigations of the Chicago sewage flow in 
the Illinois and Michigan Canal and the 
Illinois River.”’ 

Septic Tank Too Expensive. 

It will be seem from the foregoing that the 
Health department of Chicago has not been 
unaware of the Cameron “ septic tank ” and 
its operation. It has been studied as fully 
and as carefully as opportunity afforded, 
and the conclusion, long since reached, is 
that the treatment of the sewage of Chicago 
by this process is far and away beyond the 
city’s present resources. It would require 
the establishment and maintenance of pump- 
ing plants of a capacity not much less than 
the capacity of the water works, since the 
water supply is substantially the measure 
of the seWage output. Necessary modifica- 
tions of the sewer system, the installation 
of the tanks, and other items of expense 
make the scheme impracticable in 
the present financia) condition of the city. 

What can and should be done, however, is 
to compel the adoption of the process by 
special-wastes producers. It is entirely 
feasible to treat the concentrated foul 
wastes of the entire Stock-Yards district by 
thie process, and so to secure a measure of 
relief not less important than that hoped for 
from the completion of the main drainage 
channel. Similarly, every glue factory, dis- 
tillery, soag’ works, brewery, rendering es- 
tablishment, tannery, and other befouler of 
the river and its branches shoyld be limited 
as to the amount of organic nitrogen they 
may discharge into these streams to that 
shown to be feasible by ,the Cameron 
process. 

Menace in Industrial Wastes. 

This is an entirely different proposition to 
that of the wholesale treatmem of the high- 
ly diluted household wastes. The industrial 
wastes are concentrated, are produced in 


| limited areas, and, consequently, can be 


economically handled. They are the great- 
est sources of pollution of the river; it is 
estimated that the concentrated sewage out- 
put of the Stock-Yards district is equivalent 
to the domestic sewage of a population of 
more than half a million. If these industrial 
wastes were purified by the Exeter method 
the domestic sewage could not possibly give 
any offense, with the dilution and motion 
which the drainage channel will afford. 

This proposition has been under considera- 
tion by the department for some time, but 
there aré certain difficulties in the way, the 
remedy for which is not yet obvious, The

The John Worthy Manual Training School 
at the bridewell is an illustration of a great 
mistake <heoretically in its association. 
Had that large investment been made on a 
farm in the country, with its purely educa- 
tional name, without reference to the bride- 


work might have been accomplished 
citizenship which is impossible in its pres- 
ent environment. Another growing evil may 
be mentioned in this connection. No greater 
harm can be done a community than the pub- 
lic announcement that if any of the poor are 
willing to be treated as paupers they can be 
fed once a year on stated occasions, as if 
bread were all they needed. Instead of this, 
let our good people find their way into the 
homes of the unfortunate and thus help 
them into conditions of self-support, in the 
use of practical business methods, free from 
the bias of mere sentiment. 

As stated above, the parental schoo! bill Is 
not needed. In fact, if passed, ft will only 
add to the confusion and do rea] harm be- 
cause of the penalty attached for the arbi- 
trary confinement of the children, to say 
nothing of the expense it may inour. 
Furthermore, its constitutionality is doubt- 
ful. Parents have the first claim on their 
offspring. Has the State the right arbi- 
trarily to impose a penalty upon a child for 
mot attending the public school, and im- 
prison it without the consent of either the 
parents, proper guardians, or the offending 
truant? People are jealous of their free- 
dom, and would hardly submit to such a pro- 
cedure willingly. Compulsory education 
laws are legitimate and proper, as they im- 
pose the penalty upon parents, who are re- 
sponsible,and not upon wards, which are not. 

In addition to the compulsory education 
law there is another statute in this State 
which is ample in its provisions for the care 
of all its dependent children, a law under 
the terms of which the school for boys at 
Glenwood is operating. The Glenwood 
school is not only caring for the dependent 
class of boys, which under the law it is au- 
thorized to place in good homes when 
worthy of such guardianship by proper 
training and culture, but is aleo caring for 
hundreds of the delinquent class of boys 
whose parents or relatives are willingly pay- 
ing what they can afford for their education 
and support. 

The Glenwood school is built on the cottage 
plan, and there should at once be additional 
buildings constructed for at least 200 more 

necessary, two or 
three other institutions, on a similar plan, 
should be founded without delay. By found- 
ing homes patterned after the school at 
Glenwood, where no penalty és attached 
even by inference in the name of the institu- 
tion, in nine cases out of ten the parents or 
guardians of delinquent chikdren will co- 
operate with the truant officers to place the’ 
boys in them for proper discipline and anall- 
round education, which it is impossible to 
obtain under any other system. If parents

On the Queen’s arrival a bouquet of white 
orchids was handed to her Majesty, the 
Queen mother receiving from the Misses 
Howard bouquets of yellow tea roses and 
pink carnations. 

After a few minutes’ conversation in the 
saloons their Majesties led the way to (the 
ballroom, their entrance being hailed by the 
Dutch national anthem. 

The young Queen was attired in a white 
brocaded satin dress richly embroidered in 
silver. The front opening of the skirt dis- 
closed a plain under petticoat of the same 


material, over which hung a lace setting, 
which terminated in a allver fringe. For 
jewels the Queen wore a diamond tiara in 
her hair, a magnificent diamond necklace, 
consisting of fine stones set in small 
pendants, and diamond earrings. 

On her breast her Majesty carried several 
diamond ornaments, including a quaint 
enamel miniature with a setting of the same 
precious stones. 

Following the opening valse a quadrille 
d’honneur took place, the Queen dancing 
with Sir Henry Howard, and Lady Howard 
as her Majesty's vis-a-vis, with M. de Ka- 
rendeck, ex-Minister of Foreign Affairs.

TRIAL SCHOOL STATUTE. | 
Board of Charities Defers Action on 
the Request Until Judge Tuley De- 
cides the Case Against the Sisters 
Pending in His Court—Their Peti- 
tion Strongly Opposed by Arch- 
bishop Feehan and the Visitation 
and Aid Society. 


The State Board of Charities met yes- 


terday in the office of Ephraim Banning 
in the Marquette Building and wrestled with 
the proposition to investigate the institu- 
tion controlled by the Servite Sisters, West 
Congress street and Albany avenue. In 
view of the litig&tion now going on, the 
board decided to let the matter rest until 
Judge Tuley decides in the case now pend- 
ing before him. 

The matter came before the board in the 
form of a request from the sisters to have 
the institution recognized under the State 
industrial school act, whereby the county 
pays the institution $10 a month for the 
care of each dependent child. This request 
has been bitterly opposed by Archbishop 
Feehan and President T. D. Hurley of the 
Catholic Visitation and Aid society. The 
Archbishop set forth that the sisters are 
not connected with the Catholic Church, as 
they decline to acknowledge ecclesiastical 
authority. Mr. Hurley said the children 
in charge of the sisters were sent out to 
beg, and he made other charges. 

The members of the State board present 
were R. D. Lawrence, President, Spring- 
field, Ill.; Dr. F. H. Wines, Secretary; Miss 
Julia C. Lathrop, and Ephraim Banning. 
Mother Superior Mary Francis and Sisters 
Gertrude, Cecilia Joseph, Stephanie, and 
Anthony were on hand to testify as tothe 
merits of their institution. A dozen chil- 
dren, who, it was claimed, had been reared 
by the sisters, and who had secured good 
homes, were also present. 

Attorneys T. D. Hurley and John W. 
Walsh were there, opposing the sisters, and 
Attorneys Robert H. Muir and O. H. Mc- 
Conoughey represented them. Mrs. Foley, 
the aunt of little Mary Hannan, whom 
Mr. Hurley has been trying to get away 
from the sisters, and Mrs. J. H. MacDon- 
ald, who claims her husband, Dr. J. H. Mac- 
Donald, has been estranged from her by 
the sisters, were also present to give tes- 
timony, but they were not permitted to 
do so. 

The board met in executive session, and 
after considerable discussion Mr. Banning 
was appointed to consult with Judge Tuley 
on the advisability of the board taking ac- 
tion in the case. Judge Tuley has set for 
March 4 the hearing of the petition of At- 
torney Hurley, who is seeking to have Net- 
tie and Myrtle Huntley placed in charge 
of a guardian, but he said that need not 
restrain,the board from making an inde- 
pendent investigation, if it so desired. The 
board, however, concluded there was no 
neede to go over the same ground twice, 
and as the attorneys on both sides were 
willing to leave the matter to Judge Tu- 
ley, the board adjourned, reserving the 
right to take up the matter at some future 
time. 

The trouble between the Servite Sisters 
and Archbishop Feehan has extended over 
several years. Some time ago the Arch- 


surrender their property to the church cor- 
poration, as they were collecting money 
as a Roman Catholic charity. The Servite 
Sisters’ property is held in the name of 
Elizabeth Cooling, who is known as Mother 
Superior Mary Francis. She refused to ac- 
cede to the request of the Archbishop, and 
the latter has declared the sisters now out- 
side the church. 

A strong effort has been made to have 
the children in the institution taken away 
from the sisters, and there are a half-dozen 
forms of litigation in the Probate and Cir- 


cuit Courts, in which Attorney Hurley has 


petitioned to have guardians appointed for 
the children. The sisters are making a hard 
fight for recognition under the industrial 


school law.

The Torlonias, for instance, do not belong 
to the patriciate, although as Dukes and 
Princes they figure prominently at these 
annual receptions, being descendants of a 
suttler of the first Napoleon's army. 

On the other hand, the Massimos the 
Orsinis, the Colonnas, the Cescis, and the 
Dorias, are all bona fide patricians of Rome 

As stated the other day in these columns. 
the Roman patricians rarely, if ever make 
use of any titles which they may possess. 
The name which they bear is in each case 
so illustrious and so historic that no title 
of Duke, Prince, or Marquis could add to 
its prestige or dignity. |
